refolve you; I rather think Subjells are fuch as^the 
Rules and Laws of the Government make them. 

The renowned Lady Zarab , (tho’ of obfcure Pa¬ 
rents) was Born in the Reign of Rolando , King of 
Albigion , one of, the moft Gallant Princes the World 
ever had, wlien Gallantry was fo much in Vogue, 
that it was as almofl Natural to be a Gallant , as to 
Live: In thofe Happy Days it was file firft received 
the Breath of Life, common to all other Creatures 
as well as her, but which none has improv’d to that 
vaft Advantage. Her Mother’s Name was Jenifa y 
a Woman in a low Sphere, but had a large Occu¬ 
pation; was one who knew the World well, and 
was ftudious of her own Intereft ; though Ihe was not 
admir’d for her Wit, that ptfefl was fuppli’d by 
fome little Arts fhe had peculiar to fome fort of 
Women, by which Means fhe gain’d the Hearts of 
all Men who convers’d with her.

Ball fhe cou’d not forbear being Melancholy and 
Penfive, even before her Mother ; fhe could nei¬ 
ther Eat, Drink, nor Sleep ; this troubl’d extream-' 
]y the Indulgent Jenifa , who was fo inquifitive after 
the leaft Concern of the Health and Pleafure of her 
Daughter, that fhe was mote in Pain than her to 
fee her languifh as fhe did ; fhe cou’d not Imagine . 
what it fhould be that fhe fhould hide it from fuch 
a Mother, and was fo much concerned at it fhe could 
hot reft for thinking of it; Zarah was more and 
more Love-Jick , which by degrees grew fo upon 
her, it alter’d her quite ; the good Mother redou¬ 
bl’d her Care, and if it had been poflible wou’d have 
redoubled her Love'; fhe pray’d her every Moment 
if fhe was in Love to tell her the Caufe, and prqtcfted . 
fhe would not ftick at any Thing for her Satisfacti¬ 
on, fo tender a Regard had the Old Woman for 
her Daughter’s Paflion. 

Zarah perceiveing her Mother’s Fondnefs, and 
how plealantly fhe flatter’d her moft paflionate De¬ 
fires, cry’d out with a furpizing Tendernefs, Hip- 
pohto is the Man the mojl Charming in my Eyes, and 
the mojl Accomplijh'd on Earth ; hut alas, he loves and 
is beloved again by Clelia, and.you know, continued 
fhe, what Hifadvantages a Lover lyes under, to have 
a Rival that is both Proud and Handfome ; bejides the 
Title of Chief Miflrefs to the King gives her both Power 
and Favour tt> oblige him, and affords him the greater Plea¬ 
fure and Ambition to be obliged: For Clelia is wholly pej- 
fefsd with a Paffion for Hippolito; fhe loves the King as 
mojl Mijlreffes of that Kind ufe to do, that is, as far as the 
fewer of a Monarch could make her love a Man who rai-

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fed her above all other Women ; Jhe Reigned in all out-, 
ward Splendour imaginable, but amictfl 'all her Glories Jhe 
was troubled with a Paflion for a Man Jhe could love for 
his own Sake. A Woman fubjeCl to fuch Reflections as 
tbefe is hardly kept within the Bounds of her Duty: 
thus Clelia found it too hard a . Tafk suit to tranfgrefs 
a little when Jhe had cafl her Eyes upon Hippolito. 

The King's Bounties Jhe thought were but her Due, or 
at leaft fujficiently re quit etin the fuperficial Acknowledg¬ 
ments Jhe made him ; and that if Jhe lov'd him not 
heartily, 'twas not her Fault, but his, who knew not how 
to gain her Affection. Such is the Fortune of Monarchs 
in Love, when they are with their Miftrejfes, they com¬ 
monly lay a fide that Majefty which dazzles the Eyes 
and affeds the Hearts of Mankind ; they go undrefs'd 
into their Chambers and make themfelves Jo familiar with 
their Miftreffes, that they afterwards ufe them as other 
Men. 

As Glorious as it is for an Ambitious Woman to fee at 
her Feet every Day a Perfon who commands all others, 
yet Monarchs are deceiv'd if they think their Miftreffes 
are always true. No Paflion, but that of extraordinary 
Love, can fix a Woman's Heart. Ambition alone is too 
weak a Gage for their Fidelity j it frequently happens Prin¬ 
ces owe their amorous Coyquefl more to their Quality than 
Merit •, and accordingly they extend only to what is external 
and grcfs, when Love and Inclination, fruftrated of their 
Expectation from them, and not fatisfied with Pomp and 
Show, goes in Search of Satisfaction eljhvbere. 

If this be all (laid' Jenifa, the kind Mother) trouble 
not your felf about it, this is but a finall Matter in refpeCi 
of what I hove perform'd in my Time of the like Nature \ 
for as Hippolito is a Brave Man, he will Scorn to be 
oblig'd long to a Woman, who having flrft forfeited her, 
Honour to her Royal M afler, will cancel the Obligations 
of Honour he olberwife owed her, and be glad of the 
Pretence tq beflsw his Flours on another Woman, in 
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whofe Beauty arid Fidelity be can place bis Heart as well 
as his Interejl'y for *tis Natural for Men that love Plea- 
fure, to love that which'is if their own procuring. .Aid 
*tis eafy , continued fhe,. to think ofjuch Meafures as. 
will bring about what is very agreeable ,.. both to your 
Wijhes of Love, and m Defres of Ambition. 

According as JeniJa K ’ad laid the Plot, the next 
Time Zarab went to Court, Clelia. (ver her, grew vi-‘ 
olent fond of her, and invited her to her Apart-' 
ments, little thinking fhe was her .Rival, .which Zd- 
rah was fo far from denying, that fhe willingly ac¬ 
cepted of the Favour. Night drawing.on, HippoBtq^ 
came as ufual to pay Clelia. a Vifit, but how was Za-- 
rah confounded when fine £iw the Man fhe lov’cL 
next Heaven befl, approach her with all the Advan¬ 
tages and Opportunities of a happy Lover, nol^ 
knowing how he fhould come there.* for Clelia was 
abfent, being fent for fuddenly by the King* Hip- 
polito, who faw her in furprize, gaz’d on her Beauty 
for a while, was Charmed with the Sight of it, ana 
cou’d not exprefs his Joy for the Tranfport of his 
Love. But at laft recollecting himfelf, and obferv- 
ing Zarah’s Confufion, he broke Silence thus. 
Madam I canfefs my Surprize, but it is altogether owing 
to your Beauty; for I can fcarce fatisfy my felf that what 
l fee is real, tho ’ my Ffeart would willingly flatter me it is. 
Prey refolve me. Madam, Is this Place Enchanted? 
(For it was very lpacious, and made on purpofe for 
a Cooling Room in the Heat of Summer, and had. 
in it l'everal Beds of Turf- very prettily made, with 
Pots of Jeflamine Flowers, and other Sweets all a- 
bout* in a Word, it was a Place pick’d out for the; 
King’s Pleafure :) Here Zarah was in Bed * and 
as there is nothing fo handfome as a Beautiful Wo-, 
man in Bed, he was fo charm’d at the Sight of her, 
that he was as much diforder’d as fhe, and knew not 

what 
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what he did. At laft Zarah got the Liberty, of her 
Tongue, which ajc other 'Times was voluble enough, 
and anfwerM, I believe. Sir, (faid /he) you have mif- 
taken the Objefl of your Paffion, for I’am not ignorant 
Clefta/s her, the happy fhe, for whom thofe foft and ten¬ 
der things were meant. I confefs Madam , faid he, ' Cielia 
ts my MiJlrefs, but defenses not 'p poffefs a Heart whofe ' 
EyeS have feen a Lady fo Beautiful as you are : and no* 
thing but a Paffionequal to that I have for you cok'd pre¬ 
vail upon me to think lefs of her. Nothing but the extre- 
mity of your 'Beauty, whofe Charms are irrefijlable, cou'd 
excufe me. But let a Man value himfelf never fo much 
an his Integrity,' yet a Paffion raifed in him by a Perfon 
fo Amiable as you, will be Proof againjl all Ba.tcries 
af Duty or Intereft.. 

We may eafily guefs thefe' paffionate Expreffions 
ef'Hippolito were not a little 'pleafrng to Zarah , who 
reply *d, That fhe believ'd he was a generous and bra ve 
Mm, but that his. Heart was its own Maftcr, and wvi'd 
bve one to Day, and another to Morrow ; that his S-n-i- 
tnents were fubjeSl. to change as other things ;' that Love , 
like Nature, war not Charming to him but Variety ; For 
Example, fays fire,, to Day you are for me, but Three or 
Four Days hence you will be for another. And you wou'd 
think it Injujlice in me to expelt that you Jhou'd be 
truer to me than you are to Cielia. 

It may be admir’d perhaps that Two Perlbns fo 
little acquainted fhou’d in fo few Minutes become fo 
familiar •, but' we muft know Love in thofe Countries 
makes far quicker Progrefs than in ours, 'where the 
Winds, and the Snow, and the Rain, fpoil his Wings, 
and hinder his Flight; for it is the Cuftom of the 
Crandecs of' that Country, when' they' have not a 
particular Inclination for any Woman, to take this 
to Day, and another to Morrow: And having loffc 
the Taite of Love, to Search for Pleafure in Change 
and Variety. Thus 
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T^hus while the Two Lovers were wholly engaged 
in their Amours, Hippolito us’d all the Gallantry <xf 
a Courtier, and all the Ihdearments of a Paffionate 
Lover. Jenifa^ who had contrived this Interview, 
and likewife procur’d Cleiia’-s Abfence, and rdblv-* 
ing to ftrike while the Iron was Hot, goes dire&ly 
t» delta's Apartments, on purpofe not lb much to 
Surprize the Lovers, as to compafs the Defign which 
ihe was then carrying on, of Marrying her Daughter 
to Hippolito. They heard a Noife at the Door 5 
what fhouid he the meaning of all this ? Said they one 
to another, having a Thoufand Fears upon them, 
tho* they could nol imagine that any Perfon in the 
Apartments cou’d make the leaft Difcovery of an 
Intrigue, which was fo accidental, that neither of 
them was the.

of her Daughter. What frightful Fancies had Hip¬ 
polito then in his Head ? He prefently imagined they 
were utterly undone, and that it was, by delta's 
Contrivance, not. fufpetting Jenifa' s Defigns in the 
leaft.. ' ^ 

Blaft my Eyes , laid Ihe, what ,is this I fee ? (And 
then Ihe let fall a Shower of Tears) Hippolito! 

alone in your Company? For Heavens Sake , my 
daughter, tell me how he came hither ? and on what De¬ 
fign? Zarah not knowing what to Anfwer or Reply, 
continued Mute, while Jenifa loaded Hippolito with 
a Thoufand falie Reproaches for his Unworthinels 
in undertaking fuch a Bafe Attempt. This was a 
w'ell-manag’d Scene on the part of Jenifa , who had 
not lo mu^h as let her Daughter into the Secret, 
but fell upon her with that pretended Fury, that 
Hippolito interpofed, and ufcd all his Endeavours*.

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left She fhould be ill Handled. He was lenfibly 1 
touched to the. Quick at this Outrage* and no Con- 
fideration of Life or Duty cpu’d have prevented him 
from doing Violence to JeniJa, ,had not the Fear of 
lofing Zarab prevail’d more upon him than her 
Refentment. 

The Scuffle was no fooner over, but Hippolito* 
before the Mother’s Prefence, took Zarab, and em¬ 
bracing her tenderly. Madam,, faid he, the Dangers 
you have gone through on my Account, and the cruel Af- 
fault you have now endured, will make me for the Future 
ftudyyour Repofe and Satisfaction more than my own Love , 
tbo* it is no eafy Matter to be difengag'd from a Pqffton 
like mine. This Declaration anfwered not Jenifa’s 
Intentions fo fully as fhe defired, for fhe was afraid 
this his Pafiion of warm Love wou’d dwindle in-, 
to cold Friendfhip and Refpedt, but that Zarah’s Re¬ 
ply reliev’d her doubtful Fears; Sir, faid fhe, I am 
fatisfied you have a Value for me by the kindnes of your 
Rxprefftons, and the Concern I obferv'dyouin at this Ren¬ 
counter, but I can never have the Vanity to hope you can 
fo eafily quit your Paffion for. Clelia as to think of loving 
any other. But you fhall find. Madam, anfwer’d Hip- 
polito, that all the Paffion 1 can have for her, will 
never hinder the Tenders of Love I offer here-, 1 will 
quit all my Pretenjions to Clelia, that I may prevent 
all Difpute with a Perfon to whom I am fo deeply 
oblig'd, that there can be nothing fo dear to me but l 
will -part with it for your Sake. 

At this Jenifa fmil’d to perceive the good Effedls 
of her Policy, while Hippolito made her a Thoufand 
Oaths he would keep within the Bounds of that Re- 
fpedt and Difcretion fhe might expeift from the fe- 
vereft Virtue, and protefted he defired only till to- 
Morrow that ^e might have an Hour’s Difeourfe 
with Clelia. Jenifa who knew too well the Fickle- 
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ftefs of Men, and all the feducing Arts the Wcrtielt 
are Miftrefics of, reproach’d him for fuch a Thought* 
while he requefted it of Zarah with all the kindeft 
Words and the moft tender and paflionate Exprcfli- 
ons imaginable: Zarah anfwer’d. She owed that Duty 
to her Mother, and that Virtue to herfelf', floe wou'd 
not betray for the whole World-, fince he had profefs'd 
fuch a Paffton for her, and her Mother was now be¬ 
come a Witnefs of it, fhe did not know how floe could part 
from her, without giving her fuch SatisfaSlion as Parents 
in thofe Cafes expetted.

I wou’d have you refolve, faid Jettifa , inflantly M 
Marry Zarah •, I have a Priejl attends without , ready to 
perform the Ceremony. This Propofal aftonifh’d him 
on the fudden fo extremely, that having blufh’d at 
it very much, he knew not what Aniwer to make, 
while Jenifa obferving the Diforder he was in, went 
direflly and fetch’d in the Prieft, who without 
more . Helitation perform’d his Office, and pro¬ 
nounc’d them Man and Wife.- 

As foon as this was effected, to Jenifa *s great Sa¬ 
tisfaction, and Zarah’s Defires, Hippolito , to both their 
Amazements, left the Room, and made a Thou- 
fand Reflections on his Ill Fortune that had drawn 
him into fuch a Fatal Snare; not but he was paf-

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Aims, and clafpt her round with all the Tendernefs 
poffible ; for the Tranfports of his Love had banifh’d 
the Extravagance of his Fury, and he melted into 
all the Softncfs of a happy Lover ; It is beyond Ima- • 
gination to conceive the Joy Zarah was, in at this 
hidden Change of Hippolito ; and being about to re-, 
turn his Paflion an equal Fire, after having given 
him fome Looks that difcover'd her Inclination, lhe 
had Time to fay no more, than Heaven and my Hip¬ 
polito fupport me, for Pm raviftid with Excefs of Plea¬ 
sure when Clelia , in a defperate Frenzy, occafion’d 
by what had happen'd that Night, enter'd the Room 
Where thefe two Lovers feem'd fo happy ; but hear¬ 
ing of a Voice lhe knew, and Hippolito* s Name, fhe had 
not Condudb enough to ftay and obferve them, but 
haften’d forward, and rufh’d upon them, when lhe 
was too well fatisfy’d,. ’twas Zarah and Hippolito fhe 
faw. Ah, Pray tor, cry’d fhe, is it pofftble, you fhou’d 
be thus ungrateful? Have you the Confidence to make my 
own Lodging the Scene of your Villany? Could you find no 
other Way for Revenge, but to make me Witnefs of your 
Infidelity? Barbarous Man , continu’d fhe, Is this the 
Way you repay my former Services to you ? Madam, faid 
jbe (with a Coolnefs of Temper, and Prefenc* 
of Mind peculiar to him, ) *tis fit you fhould hear us 
lpeak for our felves ; and if you pleafe, we will fend for 
thofe who fhall jujlify us, and you Jhall fee how we will 
defend ourfelves. What a Rage, what a Fury did this 
put her inj Good Heavens! faid fhe, to what will this 
Impudence 'arife ? At that fhe feiz’d the Sword he had 
on, not knowing which of the- two to begin with 
v firft, being both equally perfidious ; fhe thought at 
Jaft Zarah , as moft Criminal, Was firft to be factifi- 
ced to her Revenge ; and juft as fhe was going to 
{tab her, Hippolito interpofed, and receiv’d a flight 
Wound upon himfelf by flaying of her Hand, when 
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fixe threw her felf upon him, Traytor, faid lhe, this 
Blow was not referv’d for tbee , thou jhalt not have the 
Power of being firfi reveng d. 

At thefe Words, and the Buftle. that was made,. 
Jenifa and the Prieft not being yet gone, enter’d in? 
to the Room: But, Heavens! what Confufion'and 
9 Trembling feiz’d Clelia, when lhe faw them! This 
was a Scene more Shocking than what her Thoughts 
and Jealoufies could ever have luggefted to her : 
Gods! lhe cry’d, (with all the Rage and Fury that 
Pefpair could raife) What man thefe Apparitions here? 
Why that old Hag? And why that bawdy Prieft? What, 
have you. Robb’d me? And what have you done with my 
Hippolito ? And then lhe ran round the Room like 
a diftradfced W°man, feeking in every Place, but 
the Noife continuing, all the Servants awak’d, and 
came running in to their Lady’s Afliftance, fuppo- 
fing fome Misfortune had happened; but when they 
faw Hippolito was there, they readily withdrew a- 
gain, knowing the Diforders the Family had been 
fometimes fubjedt to upon his Account; and he 
perceiving Glelia’s Pafiion too violent to hearken to 
any thing he cou’d lay at that Time, committed 
her to the Care of her Woman, and with the reft 
pf the Company retired. 

In a few Days this A&ion was nois’d all over the 
v. £ourt, and at laft it came to the King’s Ears, who 
deem’d to be pleas’d with the News that Hippolito 
was married, and that he now fhou’d be quit of the 
Rival tliat had alienated from him the Atfedtions of 
a Woman he loved the belt in the World; for the 
■King Was no Stranger to Clelia’ s Unfaithfiilnefs, not- 
. withftanding he continued to doat on her Charms. 
Upon this he fent for Hippolito to Court, gave him 
^foy. of his ne w Bride , and repeated AJfurances of bis 
(ontimied favour to him . This fo much furpriz’d Hippo- 
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litOy that he knew not whether to thank his Majefty, 
for thofe Expreflions of his Bounty, or no; think¬ 
ing it could not be real, but that Clelia had told the 
King all that had happen’d, and that this was done to 
mock him : But you may guefs the Surprize was ve¬ 
ry agreeable to him, when the King continued in 
this good Humour, and told him. He was firry be was 
not fi happy as to know the Lady that be bad made bis 
Choice, for Jbe could not but chufe be very handfome, Jince 
be very well knew be had a good Taft e in wbat was beau¬ 
tiful or agreeable. He defired to fee her, and reproach'd 
Hippolito very bandfimelyy in telling him not to be con¬ 
cern' dy if Jbe was as fair as he believ'd her, for he would 
moderate bis Dejires, and not think of invading airy Man's 
Property again, Jince Clelia had Jhown him wbat he had 
to expefi from the moft Charming of her Sex. This put 
Hippolito into fome Concern, left, the King fhould 
tax him with his former Love to Clelia ; but inftead 
of that, he being a Perfonage of admirable Wit and 
Pleafantry, began to be very facetious, and railly him. 
What would become of Men and Women of Gallantry , fays 
he, if when they engage in Kindnefs with one another , they 
fhould abfilutly fell themfelves , and not be allow'd to change 
when they grow weary , or have an Inclination for an¬ 
other : 'Tis a Natural Right to beftow our Ajfeftions 
where we pleafiy and revoke them when we pleafe: They 
are wretched who enjoy not that liberty. And you know y 
Hippolito, continued the King, I glory in thofe Max¬ 
ims \\ for if Clelia had not been of my Humour , I fancy 
I Jhou'd not have loved fi well-, and perhaps I love her 
for nothing more , than that Jhe loves Inconftancy. I once 
endeavour'd to engage her t0 he falfe to me , infimuch that 
I told her one Day, I dreamt I had feen her in your Arms, 
and it was not long ere / found it true: Now, Hippolito, 
woo'd you take it ill, the King Jhou'd do as much for you as 
y$U did then for him? Yes, without Doubt, fays he. Sir, 
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far I did it not for that Purpofe that youfhou'd do as much 
for me. Well , anlwers the King prophetically, if I 
do not, another may. This pleafant Dialogue was 
foon interrupted by one lefs entertaining; for Cle* 
lia, who had heard of Hippolito' s being there, who 
had free Admittance always to the King’s Prefence, 
enter’d very Majeftically with that haughty Air, na¬ 
tural to her Temper when provok’d:- Ind thus ac- 
coftcd* the King: Is it thus yM love me. Sir, to enter¬ 
tain and countenance tke^an that has abus'd me? And 
you, perfidious 'Traytor, lays flic to Hippolito, how durji 
you approach your Royal Mafter you have injur'd? ’Tis 
hard to reprefopt the Aftonifhment, the Fear, and 
the Qpifufion of Hippolito, when he heard thefe 
Words, knowing how apt the King was to be fe- 
duc’d by this fair Flatterer: For pleafant as he was 
with Raillery before, he was forc’d to hear what wgs 
fpoken •, and without examining any farther into the 
Rcafon of Clelia' s Refentment, cries out to her. You 
falfe one, without Honour or Truth, do you reproach me? 
Is this your Requital of the Obligation I laid upon you in 
making you what you are ? There was harfher Language 
in the Cafe, which I fhall forbear repeating; how¬ 
ever Hippolito came off with flying Colours, and 
Jeft the King and Clelia to make up the Breach be¬ 
twixt thejnfelves. 

Jenifa all this while was over-joy’d to think fhe 
had married her Daughter fo well, confidering all 
Circumftances; for Hippolito wa? a gallant Soldier, 
and one that had the Favour of the Court; for he 
had ferv’d in the Armies of a Neighbouring Prince, 
who was famous for the beft Generals and the beft 
Troops then in the World, and he was look’d upon 
at that Time as one that was the likelieft to be pre- 
ferr’d, whenever the Nation had Occafion to makp 
jDfe of his Services that Way. However it was, he 
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increas’d his Efteem both with the King and Court, 
fo that Zarab and he liv’d very great and fplendid* 
and began to draw the Eyes of envious People upon 
them, who flood gazing with Admiration to behold 
their fudden Rife, and fuccefsful Proceedings, while 
Hippolito infenfibly wound himfelf into the Favour 
of Duke Albanioy thfc King’s Brother, and next Heir 
to the Crown; who was a warlike Prince, and gave 
Encouragement to all Gentlemen about Court, who 
had been bred in the Field, or-had z Genius to Arms. 
For having been educated in his younger Years 
with Drums and Trumpets, though he was forced 
from their Noife at Home by a fatal Necefiity of 
relinquifhing his own Country, to embrace a long 
and tedious Exile, he had ftill a ftrong Inclination 
to War, as hoping to make a better Security, if ever 
he came to the Crown of Albigion , by the Ufe of 
Arms than his Father had done, who loft it thro* 
the ill Conduft of his Soldiers. 

But now Zarab (for fo I fhall call her ftill) was 
introduced to attend upon the Princefs Albania , 
who was the fecond Daughter of the Duke, and af¬ 
terward became Queen of Albigion ; by this Means 
fhe had the Opportunity of improving the Intereft 
of Hippolito with Albanio's Family, who were fure to 
fucceed to the Crown; and likewife to ingratiate 
her felf with the young Princefs, who was then a- 
bout the Age that Women fettle their Affedtions- 
upon thofe they like beft, with the moft lafting Im- 
preflions of Love and Friendfhip. About this Time 
it was faid Albania difeovered a ffjeret Inclination 
to a Nobleman of the greateft Gallantry, Wit, and 
Addrefs, about the Court: This Paflion, Albania’ 
had ftifled in her Breatl fometime before fhe could 
meet with one to whom fhe durft commit an A-* 
fnour of fuch Importance. But finding Zarab a 
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Woman every Way qualified for a Confident, by 
the Obfervation lhe had made, and the Account fhe 
jgave of her own Life, and the Variety of Accidents 
that had attanded her to that Time, lhe then made 
no Scruple to entruft her with the Narration of her 
Love to Mtdgarvius , which to that Time had been a 
Secret to all the World befides. 

But Zarah , whom Fortune had cut out purely 
for the Service of her own Intereft, without any 
Regard to the Uriel Rules of Honour or Virtue, loon 
relolv’d within her felf how lhe might make the befl: 
Advantage of this every Way, both to the Satisfa¬ 
ction of her Ambition, in having the Opportunity 
of communicating an Affair of this Conftquence, 
both to the King and Albania ; and next, in grati¬ 
fying her Pkafure with Mulgarvius , who was one 
lhe greatly admired, and whom lhe was glad lhe 
cou’d appear to be as his moll particular Friend, 
when at the fame Time lhe had taken Meafures 
to fruftrate any Succefs he cou’d pretend to gain 
by Means of thofe promifing Hopes lhe defign’a to 
flatter him with about Albania. 

This was a treacherous Part, as was ever aded by 
a Woman fill’d with Love and Ambition ; for tho' 
lhe was relblved to gain the Laft, lhe was one who 
left no Stone unturn’d to fecure to her lelf the 
Firjl, which has always made her Life one conti¬ 
nued Scene of Politick Intrigue. 

No fooner was the Princefs retired, but Zarah , 
fill’d with her intended Treachery, haltes away to 
the King’s Apartments, where the firft Perfon lhe 
met, was Mulgarvius then in waiting, who was vety 
inquifitive what Affair had brought her at that time 
of Night to Court, and if he could ferve her ? Za- 
arb was puzzled, and knew not which Way to dif- 
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femble her Infidelity, but at laft, with a flattering 
Smile, anfwer’d: Tou little think, my Lari, bow much 
the Thoughts of you employ my Time. Lorft miftake mei 
you are a happier Man than you think your felf,\ the Prin -• 
tefs loves you, ask no Qyeftions nowi I have Bufinefs with 
Albanio, and they Jay be is with the King. She had no 
fooner done fpeaking, but the tiuke came into the 
Gallery where they were •, which Zarah perceivings 
foon follow’d him, and defired to ipeak a Word ui 
private with him, which as foon as he knew it was 
concerning his Daughter, he. ordered her go a- 
long with him back again into the King’s Clofet* 
Mulgarvius, who law this Interview, was very un- 
eafy, and could not imagine what mighty Bufinefs 
Zarah could have to be Clofettd at that Time of 
Night with the King and Albanio: In the meant 
time Zarah was bufily employ’d to acquit her felf 
handfomely to the King, left he fhould fufpect fhe 
was guilty of anv Treachery. Sir, faid fhe, with" a 
feign’d Story in her Mouth, the Princefs her felf does 
not know or fufpeS that I am privy to the Amour betwixt 
Mulgarvius and her, nor had 1 been capable of doing your 
Mdjejfy this piece 6f Service, by difeovering an Affair 
that may be of fo great Moment to the Royal Family iti 
jparticular, or to the Nation in general, bad I not acci¬ 
dentally met with Mulgarvius, as your Higbnefs faw mei 
faid fhe, turning to Albanio. 

fmtt/l confefs, continued fhe, I have lately obferv'd. 
the Princefs very penjtve and melancholy, but never cou'd 
obtain from her the Caufe , which increas'd in me a Sufpi- 
cion that fhe was in Love $ but 1 mtffi own I had 
never known with whom, had not Mulgarvius him- 
felf confefs'd it to me. 

iVhat, faid the King with a great Deal of Paflion, 
wou'd Mulgarvius own that Albania lov'd him, or was 
it only that he lov'd the Princefs?- The loft fpeaks hini 
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',wt>at 1 always thought him, an ambitious Manbut t%,r 
flrfl declares him impudent, impoliticly, and a Fool. \ 

This Heat of the King's put Zarab into a Tilttib-f 
ling, knowing what a Falfity lhe had forged, flie 
wou’d have given the World to have withdrawn * 
but the Duke, who was le& paffionate, and more 
thoughtful, increas’d her Fears upon her, by asking 
how Mulgarvius tlurft commit fueh a Secret to her* 
Confidering the little Intimacy that appear’d betwixt 
them Two, and the great Confidence the King and 
he had placed, both in her and Hippolito. This put 
Zarab tP her Wits for an Excufe, which in this 
Confufion lhe muft certainly have foil’d of, had not 
the King interrupted Albanio from taking her Anfwer 
by the Excefs of his Rage. Sir, laid he, turning 
to Albanio, / cannot trifle with this Matter ; there¬ 
fore I lay my Commands upon you, that Mulgarvius 
be-infant ly Banijh’d the Court, and fucb farther Care 
be taken of the Princefs as may put me out of all 
Fears and Jealoufies of this Nature. 

.In this Diforder of the King and Albanio, Zarab 
found -an Opportunity to retirfe, which ihe could 
not do without Tears in her Eyes, and the utmoft 
Confufion in her Face, which Mulgarvius foon difi- 
cover’d as fixe came out of the Clofet, for he had 
waited all the time with the laft Impatience, to 
guels at the Meaning of this clofe Cabal betwixt 
the King, the Duke, and Zarab. Haying this Op¬ 
portunity, he was refolved not to let it flip without 
Knowing fomething of this Grand Affair before he 
fet her go. Madam, laid he, with all the Tendemefs 
of a Lover, I conjure you, if you have any Honour, if 
you have any Pity or Compafflon for a Man upon the Wrack 
of Dejpair, fatisfy me in this Point only ; Was not l ike' 
SubjeB of your Difcotirfe, when in the King's Clofet? And 
have you not betray'd the Princefs to her Father and the- 
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#mg? Anfwer me, I entreat you, for my boding Hearty 
foret els, me, it is true,. IVas it not barbarous ahd cfu- 
elJoLtell me, that the Princefs loafd me, when you. 
4ejigtrd to ruin me? Could you not have kept that 
cret from my Breaji ? ; 

At this Rate he went on exclaiming againft the 
Perverfnefs of his Stars, and reproaching Zarab 
paffionately, as if he had been rather her Lovefj 
$han Albania’s. She all the while, tho' lhe had been 
confounded with Vexation, liftened to the Mufick 
of .his melting Numbers, and found her Bread food 
warm’d with a relenting Pity for the Ufage lhe had 
treated him with; nor was (he able any longer to 
keep on the Mask which veil’d her Paffion front 
Mtugarvius , but cry’d oiit as in the Extafy of Love* 
Tou are undone, my Lord, and I have made my felf un¬ 
happy! Ait thefe Words (he would have left him,' but 
he ufed all Means poffible to ftay her. For Heaven’^ 
fake. Madam, laid he, tell me what you home done or 
pud to my Prejudice or your own, that I may be able id 
vindicate my fen tf innocent, or fue for Mercy if guilty. Toil 
are guilty, anlwer’d (he, for you love the Princefs, and I 
am doubly guilty, for I have betray’d both her, my felf, and 
you. And with that (he broke out ot his Arms, and 
run down the Back-Stairs with much Violence ; he 
was left in the greateft Surprize imaginable, not 
knowing what to think or do; fometimes he fan- 
cy’d one Thing, fometimes another; now he imagin’d 
this- the. Effeft of feme fudden Paffion of Love iti 
Zarah's Bread, and then again, he thought this 
might proceed from fomething. that Albania had 
fpoxe againft him to the King ; and thus agitated 
betwixt Hope and Fear, he took as little Reft as 
we may foppole Zarab did, that Night. 

Next Morning a Meflage from the King was lent 
jyim, in which he was forbid the Court till further 
' " C 2 Orders: 
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(Orders: But, good God 1 What Confufion was he 
jn when he receiv’d it ? Is it pojjible , faid he, that 
any Perf on, much lefs that Zarah fhotid be fo wicked\ 
without any Rea/on or Provocation, to expoje me to the 
}&ngs Anger? It is a Thing I cannot believe , I cannot 
penetrate into * but *tis a Thing I can never pardon. 
Zarah , in the mean time being fenfible, what me had 
done wou’d refleft upon her, without fhe found out 
fome Way to divert the Storm, inftanc’d Hippolito 
all that Night to go to the King next Day, and 
give him fuch an Account of the Matter, as might in- 
tirely alter his Meafures againft Mulgarvius ; for the 
King was eafie to believe any Thing that might 
free himfelf from Trouble*, and therefore thank’d 
Hippolito for his Information, and was glad he had 
an Opportunity now of fhowing the Efteem he had 
for Mulgarvius, whom he caus’d to be call’d to 
Court again very fuddenlv: This created many Specu¬ 
lations Abroad, as well as at'Court, to know what 
the Secret of the King’s fudden Dilpleafure was againft 
Mulgarvius, and his as fuddenly being reinftatedin 
the King’s Favour again *, but at laft it got Wind, 
find was publickly talk’d by every Body, that Mulgar¬ 
vius had made Love to Albania, that fhe really 
approv’d of his Add redes, and that Zarah was confi¬ 
dant to the Amour, that the JCing had been inform’d 
of it, and that this was the Caufe of his fud¬ 
den Difgrace j fo that being made no Secret, it pre¬ 
sently blew over, and there was an End of that Hur- 
fipane. But our Heroick Lover could never for¬ 
get this Treachery of Zarah' s all his. Life after, 
though fhe courted him to her Favour by all the 
Arts ' and Endearments proper for a Woman now in 
jier Rank and Station j for fhe had always a double 
Plot upon him, the one was to oblige her felf by 
|ijs Qonverfation ? and the next was to" oblige -him 
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by maintaining him in the good Graces' of the 
PrinCefs, whom he always believed had a Value 
for him; and therefore notwithftanding he cou*d 
never heartily forgive her, he carried a fair Out- 
fide to her, to (how that either his Politicks, or 
Jus good Manners, or both together, were able to 
furmount • his Ill-Nature. 

In a lhort Time after this, Rollandcf dies, and Al- 
banio fucceeds to the Crown, when Hippolito became 
one of the greateft Favourites of his Court ; and 
now thefe was no longer need to make Ufe of Mul- 
garvius for any Defigns they had in View.; but Hippoli¬ 
to and Zarah's Jntereft were fufficierit to obtain what' 
they cou’d reafonably defire. The King firft of all, as 
his future Merits fhow’d he deferv’d, advanc’d him to 
one of the chief Commands of his Army, and afterwards 
made him a Grandee of Albigion. Zarab, at the fame 
Time, was not wanting to eftablilh the Intereft of 
her Family firm, as well as that of her own; and 
though hei; Sifter had good Aflurances of all the 
Favours Albanio’s Queen cou’d beftow upon her, yet 
her Affiftance was not wanting to make Onelio Vice¬ 
roy of Iberia ; and notwithftanding this had not all 
the Effects they expected from fo great a Defign, 
they made ftill fure Work againft all Accidents 
that might happen hereafter, to engage the Prin- 
cefs Albania,, who was certain, in her felf or Poft- 
erity, to fucceed her Father; fo that they took 
two Strings to their Bow, and were refolv’d, when 
ever either of them broke, they would ftill have 
fomething to truft to. 

But it was not long e’er Zarab her felf grew jea¬ 
lous of fbme Powers at Court growing too great for 
her or the Princefs either to mafter: She did not 
like the Queen taking upon her fo much, and par- 
ficularly tyer Intimacy with Yolpone . who was her 
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Creatwre, and fhe faw the Queen had entirely gain'd* 
Km • to, her Lure, by fome Arts fhe was fenfiblfe; 
tio ambitious or covetous Man could refill; therefore,' 
jtfie fjrqfently rais’d a Mifunderftanding betwixt Al¬ 
bania and the Queen, being continually near the 
Perfons of both the one and the other y in which 
Contrdveffy fhe influenc’d both Hippolito and Volpont\ 
geetending there was a great Deal in it that con-' 
cem’d the Good of the Nation, and the Succeffion. 
of Albania to the Crown. Indeed there was fiich' 
juft Apprehenfions of Danger as lfie fboke'of;but 
they proceeded not from that Cauie which Ihe want¬ 
ed to pique the Queen with, but from a private 
Grudge the Queen had againft Zarab , whom fhe' 
obftrV’d influenc’d Albania in all her Addons; and 
therefore fhe cou’d never have any Intimacy with 
her, . but what immediately was communicated to 
Zarab, and fo of Courfe came to Hippolito and VoU 
pone , both of whom were always upon the Watch, left 
tfhc’Oueen, by her fubtle Infinuations, fhould alienate 
flic' Affeftion of Albania from thofe private Friends 
of hers, and procure her other Acquaintance of her 
own Jntereft, which was neceflary to perfwade her 
into a good Opinion of the Queen, and the indul¬ 
gent Fondnefs of the King her Father, who at . the 
lame Time were contriving to deprive her of her 
Hopes of Succeflion t6 the .Crown, and only want¬ 
ed to. make her an Inftrument in her own Ruin. 

This Matter was long in Agitation, to bring Al-l 
hnia into the Intercft of the King's Pefigns j but 
their Meafutes were always broke or interrupted 
by Zarab , Hippolito , or Volpont* who ftill counterplot¬ 
ted-all the Stratagems laid by the Court, till they were 
let' into the Secret, and rewarded liberally by the 
King for their wife Management of Albania , whom 
(hey were^ direfted to keep in Jgncvance from the 
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great Defigns they had in View. At this Time 
There was one Solano^ a perfett Macbiavtl , and one 
Who was fecretly in the Intereft of Zarab, but had 
not at that Time declar’d himfelf: this fubtle Stated- 
man the King employs, carefics, and in fhort opdrfe 
to him all the Secrets of his Heart, fo that nothing 
was done now without Solano , he govern’d tha King 
as abfolutely as Zarab did Albania \ no Defigns were 
fet on Foot, but what he was firft made ' privy tty 
and none were executed without his particular Di¬ 
rection. He was a Man of Zarab*% Principles and 
Volpone *s Politicks} and therefore had this Gentle¬ 
man been fubjeCt to Revenge, having fhown us 
what Wonders he was capable of performing, whar 
might not his Enemies have expeCted from him? 
But as it was not fufficient for the Legiflators of 
the Greeks only to underftand Philofophy, but alfo to 
put it in Practice} fo it was his Pleasure to pro- 
fefs the Precepts of the Stoicfa , and particularly 
that of taming his Paflions, before he wou’d lit at 
the Helm to prefcribe Rules of Government. 

The Obligations which ytlbigion owes to this Great 
Man, render her incapable of an Acknowledgment * 
and the Thanks they owe his 'Policy, are much 
greater than the Satisfaction they receive from it; 
though he made a bold Attempt to purchafc the Be¬ 
nedictions of; the Kingdom, and by the Productions 
of ftrange and unheard of Revolutions , to fumilh the 
reft of the World with Matter both for Envy and 
Admiration j for without being any thing left than 
a Barbarian, no Man ought endeavour to blemUh 
the Fame of his Politicks, who has made Albigim 
flourifh fo much in Polity as it has done of late.. 

But to proceed, Solano was the very Creature 
both of the King and Queen, io that all Foreign 
Princes made their Court to him* as they did at-. 
f ' terwards 
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terwards to Hippolitd. This Uncommon Favourite of 
the King’s, being fo entirely Mafter of all the Tranfc 
actions at the Council-Board* and every where elfe, 
and not making the lead Court to Albania, by which 
Means Zarab might pry into fome of his myfteri- 
ous Doings, perplex’d her very much, and fhe cou’d 
no longer bear the Torment of living ignorant amidft 
the Variety of Cabals that were then carry’d on with¬ 
out her Privity ; for Volpone and Hippolito were both 
ignorant of the Defigns Solano was advancing, ire 
which he aCted with fuch refin’d Subtilty, that he 
made even the King himfelf a Stalking-Horfe to his 1 
dexterous Treachery. Zarab, on the other Hand,- 
perceiving to what a Height Things were carried, 
and how Albaina was now like to become no o- 
ther than a Pen/ioner to that Crown fhe had Ex¬ 
pectations to weat, refolves with all her Might and 
Power to thwart the Defigns of Solano , which Ihe 
by this promoted to the lad Degree. 

Away Ihe haftes to Albaina with all the Speed 
Revenge and Jealoufie could make in an enraged 
Woman: Madam, faid fhe to the Princefs, Prepare 
to bear the difmal News I am obliged in Duty to tell youj 
that you are undone, and Solano has contriv’dyour Ruin: 
I cannot doubt, but you mujl underftand the fatal Confe¬ 
rence of what is now tranfaSledby the King your Father , 
who has at laft excluded you from all Hopes of the Crown 
of Albigion > there never was fo notorious a Thing done 
in the World, as is now advis’d by Solano^ The King ajks 
Counfel no more of Salopius, Volpone, or Hippolito j 
therefore. Madam, for Heaven’s fake, fee the xftfeen no 
more ; Pll fpread it Abroad, that fhe has infulted you 
flnee Prince Cambrio’j Birth \ the Nation then will pity 
and protest you •, then leave the Court, give it out as 
if the King badflighted you, and fly to fome popular Place 
for Safety* the Court will be too much embarrafs’d to take

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Notice- of yotir JourAcy,. if it be true as *tis reported 
that Prince Aurantio is marching with an Army to 
hppofe the King’s Defigns. 

• Zarah, anfwer'd the Princefs, What Danger is tber± 
for me to fear, that IJhould fly the Court ? Is not the King 
infinitely fond and kind to me? and has he not this Day or¬ 
dered me Two Hundred Tboufand Florins out of his Trea* 
Jury ? Bui, Madam,. faid Zarah, What is that to the de¬ 
priving you of a Crown ? Befijes, Jt is dangerous to flay 
when the Nation appears in a Difpofition to revolt and for-, 
fake your Father. And therefore , fays Albania, would 
you have me forfake. himf and become the firft Rebel againfi 
my Father , to fet Aurantio,. my Brother, on the Throne ; 
and fo, left I be thus, depriv’d by try Fafber, run on head¬ 
long, and by this Means deprive my felf? But why da 
you perfwade me to forfake the King, fince Hippolito is, 
oblig’d both by bis Command and Duty to attend him ? 
And Gratitude fhould tie you clofely to his Intereft, fined 
be always generoufiy promoted yours ., 

I. own, you have convinc’d me of my Duty and Al'- 
legiance, anfwer’d Zarah; but contider, Madam, the 
Zeal you have.expcrefs’d for the Religion of your Country, 
which you muft leave, without you leave the King. Ton 
know. Madam ,■ continued Hie, I bate Aurantio, nor da 
I love the Princefs y but ’tis for your fake alone that I ad- 
Vife. thif Cotmfel. i’ll go inftantjy to Hippolito, Volpone,' 
and Salopius, fee to perfwade ’em all to leave the 
King now, when he leaft expelts it. 

Can you prevail on them, think you, to act fuch baje In- 
gratitude? Said Albania: And would you perfwade your 
Husband to be a treacherous Villain to his Mafter, and a 
Traytar to his King? As for Volpone and Salopius,, 

I always took ’em for Statefnen, Politicians, -— and 

confeauentfy* * * but for Hippolito, he is a Soldier^ 
tmd Jhould have more Honour than to betray his Prince. 
Well , Madam , fays Zarah, if you depend upon Ho¬ 
ld. noun 
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dour , t hope you never expeft to fucceed to the Crowd 
of Albigion. 

. Upon this they parted, and the next News that 
was heard, was, That - Hippolito had forsaken the. 
King, and fent him a Letter of Excufe, wherein it 
plainly appear’d he did not leave him for Intereft or 
Honour, but purely as Zarah had told the Princefs, 
out of a Principle of-Religion. This foon was made 
publick, and became the Subject of Difcourfe and 
Admiration of all the Court: Every Body wonder’d 
to hear of Hippolito* s Defeftionj fome thought it 
•was only a Feint to try how the Army ftood affeft- 
ed to the King, others fuppofed he had taken fome 

} Private Bifguft againft Duraceo the General; but at 
aft all the World was fatisfied he had deferred his 
Mafter, and embrac’d the Intereft of Ptince Auran- 
tio. Good Heavens! what Exclamations did the 
King’s Friends make againft him ? the Army curs’d 
him, and every Body defpis’d him, fo that he was 1 
forc’d to retire a time, for fear of enraging the Po¬ 
pulace, who, tho’ they were imbitter’d againft his 
Mafter, they could not fdrgive this Treachery of 
the Servant. 

On the other Hand, Zarah was far enough out' 
of the Reach of the Tumult, having with much Per- 
lwafion drawn Albania along with her. And now 
the Spirits of the People being on the Ferment, oc- 
cafion’d partly by the Mifmanagement of State-Af¬ 
fairs, directed by Solano , and partly by the Advance 
of Aurantio'% Army, flock’d in great Numbers to Al¬ 
bania^ as another Affertor of their Liberty and Free¬ 
doms. Zarah all this time pleafed her felf to think' 
How fhe had obtain’d her Ends, by ruining all the 
Defigns of Solano ; hearing every Day how he was 
Curs’d by the People, and what grievous Crimea 
were laid to his Charge j that the whole Turn of 
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Affairs that were prgudicial to the King, were laid, 
at his Door: So that a great many good People ' 
there began to pity the King, and thought he had 
bpen too wretchedly abufed by his Minifters, and • 
particularly by thofe that appear'd at laft to flight 
him; but this touching- too near upon Z arab y 
notwithftanding fhe could with Pleafure hear Sola¬ 
no reflected on, fhe thought it was high Time to • 
interpofe, and let the World know, how barbarous 
Albanio and his Queen had been to the whole Nation ' 
in general, and how unkind they had been in particu¬ 
lar to Albania then amongft them. This fucceeded as 
fhe could wifh, for the whole Country exprefled their 
Value and Efteem for the Princefs, by paying her all 
tbp Honours and Refpedl due to her Birth and Cha¬ 
racter. In a little Time they heard Albanio , almoft 
diftraCted with the Infidelity he met with among, 
thofe in whom he moft entirely confided, fled from 
the hafty Advances of Aurantio , after he had endea¬ 
vour’d to confult Solano, without fo much as fyfpeft- 
ing him falfe ; or however, not in the leaft imagine 
ing, that he was the Perfon that had defignedly be¬ 
tray’d him to Aurantio. , But yet ere He could leave 
his Country, he was refolv’d to try Hippolito ; but as 
be was enquiring for him, a fatal Letter foon inform’d 
him he was miferable beyond Redemption. This Stroke 
left him no Room for Thought, but made him pre¬ 
cipitate his Flight, arid banifn’d him Albigion for ever. 

And now the Time was come when Z arab 
found a happy Opportunity of flattering Albania. 
M&dam, fays fhe with diflcmbled Tears, your 
Royal Father , Juft as he was , and Kind to you , has 
been oblig'd to quit bis Throne ; Solano, whom you 
fufpeSted always , has been th'e Author of his Misfor¬ 
tunes. Aurantio, your hateful Brother , revels in his 
palace at Lodurttim, and all the Peoples Voices Crown 
E 2 Vww 
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jbim King. You ought tut Zarah, fays the Princefs, 
fo reflip , Jince you might have well forefeen the Cot* 
fequence that would enfiie, wbenyou advis'd me hither. 
Madam, anfwer’d Hie, I dr earn'd not that Aurantio 
would be King, or that Albarijo would be forc'd to 
fa but only that he might be brought to Reafon, and 
'your juft Right averted to the Grown. During this 
Difcourfe, a Meflenger carpe in -and told Albania\ 
that Solano, who was fuppofed by every Body 
fd have been the King’s fincereft Friend, as hi*} 
was his fecret Counfellor, Was the chief Inftru T 
inent that betray’d him to Aurantio, with whom 
he was at prefent, and declared himfelf publtckly 
in .that Prince’-s Intereft. At this Narration, Zarab, 
who was difappointed in \yhat.fhe had done to oppofe 
Solano , fell into a violent R'age,,ahd Curs’d her felf a 
•Thoufand times. The Princefs furpriz’d at what 
had happen’d; arid'not being able to gueis the Caufe, 
left the Room, - and Zarah to ;her Paffion, thus 
exclaiming againft her own ■ Mifmanagement; Weak 
Woman, cry’d fhe, and unfit for thofe Dejigns ihou art 
furely Born for, "that could 1 not penetrate into Solano’* 

? treachery. 1 might have known a Man like him. Bred 
up in all State-Craft, could never dejign what he pre¬ 
tended, or, was fo fhallow as to make Pretenflons of any 
ping that hi dejign'd. Poor Fool, is it for ibis Hip- 
polito Betray'd his Benefactor ?. Is it for this Volpone 
hits loft his Royal Bubble ? Is it for this / have Rul'd 
'Albania? And is 'it for this at laft I muft repent? 

I bate my felf for fuch a Thought, but worft of all, I 
hate Aurantio who occafions it ? In this Way lhe 
fpent tHe remaining Part of the Day. 

By this Time 'Aurantio had fetled himfelf at 
Lodunum, arid Albania was invited to the Court 
again, where Zarah had the daily Mortification 
io‘ fee her Rival, in Diflimulation and State Po- 
• ' " ; 1 ' • , - liticks, ’ 
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Sticks* Flourilh and Carefs’d by thf very Man (he 
moft abhorr’d. She cou’d have kill’d her felf- 
for Spite; but finding that Difquietude was vain, 
fee refolv’d to attempt whatever Statesmen fee 
cou’d meet withal fit for a Competitor to So¬ 
lano, to try if fee cou’d Counterplot and Fruftrate 
all the Defigns laid by Aurantio ; but ftill, to in- 
creafe the Misfortunes of Zarab, and make more 
Work for her Intriguing Brain, Aurantia, Sifter fo 
Albania , was fent for to be Crown’d with the Prince 
her Husband, King and Queen of Albigion ; this 
Was a Stroke beyond the Reach of her Invention to 
have thought of, and now beyond the Power of 
her Malice to prevent, fo that fee imagih’d her felf 
Miferable beyond Red refs; but being of a Reft- 
lefs and Indefatigable Spirit, fee was refblv’d never 
to fit ftill till fee had eas’d her felf of this Opprefli- 
on, by. fatiating her Revenge, either on her Self 
or Enemies; to favour which Defign the New 
King takes into his Council Salopius , a Man every 
way as well qualified as Solano ; This gave new 
life to Zarab, who knew Salopius was a Man of 
Wit and Intrigue ; that he ha'd formerly been very 
Amorous upon her, and that fee thought fuch a Spark 
once kindled cou’d not be fo foon extinguife’a, in 
one that fee knew had a great deal of Love in him 
and very little * * *. Befides, he ftill retain’d a 
Secret Kindnefs for Albanio, which fee underftood 
how to improve to the beft Advantage. 

It happen’d about this Time, there was a great 
Defign on Foot" to penetrate into Picardia by the 
Way of DuneceUfia, a Place of vaft Importance to 
the King of Albigion, as well upon the Account tfutt 
he was at War with the Prince of that Country, as 
that he was a Friend to Albanio in the Recovery of 
his own Dominions; this Affair was carried on

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with,great ^Secrecy, and no Body -thought'-fit toigg 
(Sjjtrufted with it but Salopius and Hippolito, who by, 
his Int?reft was introduced to Aurantio as a prpperv 
Perfon to execute the Defign, or at leaft to advife 
with about it, by reafon he was allow’d to be a. 
good Soldier, and a Man of great Condud. Hip¬ 
polito was now reckon’d to be as firm in the Inter- 
eft of Aurantio , as any Officer employ’d about his 
Perfon, and in his Service, and accordingly the 
whole Plan of the Defign was communicated to 
him, with ftrid Inftrudions to divulge it to no Per- 
fon ; Living, upon any Pretence whatfoeveri but 
Zurab, who was always upon the Watch to take 
Advantage, pbferyed Something a doing .more 
than ‘ufual, by the daily Attendance of Hippolito nt 
Court, and therefore having the Afcendant over 
hhn,- was refolved*, if ;poffibJe, to. penetrate into 
the Bottom of this Affair, and accordingly fhe laid 
a 'Praia for him' which fucceeded, ptherwife he 
had - .run the Rifque of a Perpetual Noife in his 
Pars, which to. free himfelf from, he was refolved 
venture the Difpleafure of his Prince, and the 
Forfeit. of his Honour.

3?tfanfmitting this Account to Ottilia, her Sifter, at 
Abanio’s .Court i fhe had no fooner met him, 
but with, a Flattering Smile, My Lord , fays fhe, 
jmo glad am 1 Jo putt with a Perfon of your Me- 
ff t, happily plac’d' at the Helm of State , whereby you 
have the Opportunity of firming your large Acquirements 
to (ill, the World, and your particular Friends? Your 
.Lordjhip has had always the Char abler of a Gallant Kind- 
natur’d Many that I am fure you cannot think it Flatten 
:ty in me tybo, have made Tryal of it ta tell., you fi. 
... i ' Madam, 
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' Modal*, anfwer*d he to Zarah, The onfy Way to cmi* 
•vince me, is to try bow far I won'd extend that Good No* 
ture you are pleas'd to Complement me with to your Semite, 
. *Tis but a ‘Trifle, fays lhe, Iwou'd ask of you, but 
I know 'tis contrary to the Truft repofed in you, to grant 
me a Conveyance of fome little Domeftick Occurrences to 
Oneiia, my Sifter at AlbanioV Court', though.I am 
confident, you cannot but retain feme finall RefpeSt 
fir the unhappy Prince, if you cou'd imagine without 
a Fault that I cou'd be guilty of giving any Intelligence 
to that Court I help'd to banijh hence ; but I know, 
my Lord, you are fenfible tty Intereft is fo firmly 
hut to Albania; and hers to the prefent Difpofition 
of Affairs here, that it uton'd be impoffible in me to 
have a Thought tending that Way. 

Zarab preffing this Argument fo very affectio¬ 
nately, gave Salopius Reafon to fufpeCt there was 
fomething more in her Requeft than he at lirft ap¬ 
prehended; he therefore made fome Excufes to try 
her a little further; but finding Ihe grew warmer 
in her Requeft, he was then confirm’d in his Suf- 
picion, and was not a little glad to find one of her 
Management had undertaken to do fomething that 
he was unwilling, however lhe lhou’d know it pleas’d 
him to have perform’d i upon this he contented to 
her Defires, and immediately difpatch’d her Intel¬ 
ligence, all the while being tickled with a Secret 
Pleafure to think he had difcover’d this, without 
running the Hazard of letting her know it was a-, 
greeable to his Inclinations; for no Body knew her 
Character better than he; and he was refolded never 
to truft her with any Secret but what was indilpen- 
fably necefiary to the maintaining both her Honour 
and her Intereft; for though lhe might be prevail’d

flie would never part with the laft, without it w as

-i darling Vice of her Setf, and was not a Strangef' 
uto Zarab's Breaft. ~ • 

It was not long after this e’.er Aurantio had Notice 
his well-laid Stratagem was Dilcover*d, -he Betray’d," 
and his Expedition Fruftratedf away he fends for 
Salopius and Hippolito, both whdm p'erfifted in theif 
Ianocence, and that they were ignorant of any Dif* 
covery that had been made by themthough at the. 
fame Time Hippolito cou’d not but be Gonftious. of 
what he had faid, and Salopius of,what hof h'aJd doney 
Aurantio was gall’d at the very . Soul to think futh a 
great Defign fhou’d mifcarry through Treachery,’ 
and he be thought fo little a Statesman as not to 
know the Men better that he entruftednever Was 
a Prince fo perplex’d with Minifters, 'nor knew he 
how to help himfelf, for {till as he chang’d he was 
but in a worfe Condition; fometimes he thought 
to pleale the Friends of Albanio by employing them, , 
but they betray’d him j then he took the fworrt 
Foes both of him and their Country, but they were 
true to nothing but their Intereft. Hippolito was vex’d 
within himfelf to think what a ftrange Opinion 
the King wou’d entertain of him after fuch a Be¬ 
traying of his Truft, and therefore went to Zarab 
with all the Paffion of a Man juftly provok’d to An¬ 
ger; Madam, faid he. What Fury has poffes'd you, to 
feek my Ruin by your bafe Defigns ? Did you not Jludy it td 
fatisfy your foul Revenge when 1 forfook Albanio, and now ■ 
you have contriv'd this to bring Difgrace upon me from Au-. 
rantio ? "Tisyou have done it, no other cou'd, no other durft' 
hut you: Has not Aurantio advanc'd me to Honour as Al¬ 
banio did? And will you bury it while frejh and green ?Good 
Heavens! contain me that I aft not fome.rajh Deed to make 
us loth for ever infamous. With that he flung himfelf '

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Which however prevail’d not upon her to alter her Dif- 
pofieion; but (he curs’d her Ill Fortune which had re¬ 
duced Hippolito to the Extremity of ferving Aurantto , 
yet was mad to think he (hou’d be taken for a Villain, 
though (he was glad of the Cauie that gave the Prince 
tiiat Occafion, notwkhftanding (he had Betray’d,him 
So bafely: Hippolito*% Anger was hot the Tiding which 
troubled her, but • the Thoughts of his being no 
more employ’d by Aurantio, whereby (he wou’d be 
depriv’d of the Opportunity of giving Intelligence'} 
for (he wou’d not but have done what (he did for all 
the World j and therefore that (he might be fure 
to know what Was always in Agitation,- lhe refolved, 
how contnuy’foever it might be to her prefent Inclina¬ 
tions, to (tribe up a Friendlhip with Solano, in order to 
’ which (he had made an Appointment that Evening 
with Aranio his Friend, where Love as well as Politicks 
was to be the Subject of. their Conference., 

, While Sqlopius being fenfible of the Favour he 
had bellow’d on Zarab fo lately; refolv’d (he (hou’d 
ierve his Ends in a Propofal that included as much 
Treachery in it as that he had tranfa&ed; and therefore 
purpos’d immediately to go and fee her that Night in 
Difguife. He had not Patience to (lay long, but as loon 
as ’twas Night he went away in fuch a Difguife as prov’d 
like that Aranio was to come in, and being come to the 
Apartment, he found only an Old Moor at the Door; 
Whom he fent to Zarab to tell her a particular friend 

of her - Acquaintance defired to Jpeak with her in the 

Chamber of Repofe ; he made Choice of this Chamber 
as the mod proper for his Defign; the Old Moor 
innocently told Her, there was a particular Friend of her , 
Acquaintance defind to Jpeak with her in the Chamber of 
Repofe % Zarab hearing of this, made no Queftion 
at all but. Aranio was the Man, and without farther 
inquiring what land of Man he was, or any othef 
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: Confideration, fhe goes to the Place of Affignation 
Had Ihe made the lead Reflexion on the Meffage, 
ihe could not have beenr deceiv’d, nor' expofedher 
' felf fo eafily. It was not (ihe Cudom of her Gallant to 
ufe her' thus, or to fee her ufually in this Chamber. 

But thofe who are in Love, as Zarab was, afe fubjedt 
to greater Overfights than thefe; Ihe knew Aranio 
was riot to' fee her till Late at Night, yet Ihe appre¬ 
hended nothing in this Amorous Expectation, which 
•tantaliz’d her'extremely, and ke£t her in a Mortal 
Inquietude; whether he came or came not, there 
needed no Help to hurry her away when the Time 
drew near. Women who have been in Love will ea¬ 
fily confefs there is nothing fo hard as to be prudent 
on fuch Occafions; and that the Name of their Lover, 
when expeded, has made them ftart up for Joy, 
and run to meet him, e’er they knew whether he were . 
come, or fto. The paflionate Zarab , havirjg given 
up her fclf to be led . Blindfold where Ihe thought • 
Love waited for her, borrow’d Wings of that.God 
to carry her the fooner into that Chamber where 
the Moor had fil’d conducted Salopius-, there was .' 
not any Light there, but this did not Surprize her, * 
it not being ufual to place any there when Aranto 
came. Our Gallant , who waited for her, took her 
by the Hand, and led her to the farther End of 
the Chamber, where he was fo loth tolofe Time for 
making Ufe of the Occafion, that embracing her 
with fome Tranfport, he had almod put it out of her 
Power to defend her felf. Zarab thinking this Acti¬ 
on too violent to be Aranio' s, began to midruft;

But it 
was not long e’er this Tranfported Lover had allay’d 
his.Paflion, when he wou’a have withdrawn without 
faying a Word: But the Lady, who was refolv’d to 
know who had been fo bold with her Honour, held 
him fa(t, and refus’d to let him go till he difcover’d 
himfelf, when Salopius fpoke •, Madam , faid .he, 7 
hope you don't regret this happy Moment I have had, tho' • 
I own it equal to the Hazard of my 'Life and Ho¬ 
nour which I ventured to oblige you. 

M thefe t Words Zarah trembled, partly from the 
Confufion of . what had happen’d, and partly from 
the Words that were fpoken, fearing left Salcpius 
had made a Difcovery or her Intelligence; however, 
fhe refijlv’d to diflemble it a little further, that he 
might* not think fhe upderftood him in his Hur¬ 
ry of her Spirit. For God's Sake, whoe'er you are, 
anfwer’d fhe, don't continue to fright a helplefs Woman, 
whom you have thus injur'd by Surprize! 

... J thought, Madam , laid he, with all the Softnefs 
Love cou’d infpire him with, to footh her up for 
the Violence he had offer’d; I am happier than, 
e'er you defign'd me, though I have ever been your 
Lover ; / am now your Slave, your devoted Salopius; 
accept therefore, / befeecb you. Madam*the Sacrifice 
l here make you. 

Blefs me! Cries Zarah, is this you, my Lord? And 
cou'd you find no other Way to wreft a Favour from 
me, but t this unprefidented one1 

Madam, anfwer’d he, if all the Taffion Man can have 
for a Woman is not capable to juftify the Crime I committed 
againftyou, you ought to pardon me at leaft, having fuffet'd 
that for you whichftillfills my Soul with Grief and Confufi- 
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pn, tbo*,yet to ferae you / will not /pare the doing, 
my felf any Violence I am capable of •, and if I have 
wrong’d you, I know bow to punijb my felf for it ^ 
attempting to go.

T*iis Dialogue continued for fome Time till Za¬ 
rah recover’d her Jjurpfize fq far as tp make Enquiries 
after what was doing affefh at Court •, while Salo¬ 
pian was fond to difcover to her all that was con- 
fulted •, he told her the Kiqg refented tfe laft Dif- 
covery fo beinoujly, that he was rtfulved h otbige Al¬ 
bania to difcard her, eUe to forfeit his Dijpleafure, and 
fo incur, the Danger of being, thought a, publtck Ene¬ 
my to the State, $ countenancing one that had betray’d it. 

This nettled Zarah fo it aiftiirhed aB fhe Pleafure 
fhe could otherwiie have taken in S,alapius*s Com-, 
pany at that time, fince he was a Penon fo like-t 
fy to be ferviceahle to her in her future Defigns. 

Itwaisnow the King fent Aurantia to her Sifter on 
pqrpofe to perfwade her. not .to employ Zarah any further in. 
pet Service, and to give her thefecret fLeafons why. 

But Zar'ah hpA fo managed the Matter with Al- 

t %riia as to prepodefs her with the Thoughts that 
er Sifter was come on a private Meftage front 
the King to prevail with her to relinquilh her fa* 
tore Title to Albigion, or at leaft tp do fomethin^ 
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that would be Prejudicial to her and her Pofterit 
ty} and in order to that they delign’d to engage 
her Highnefs to turn Tier out of her Service, up¬ 
on fome Pretenfions or other ihe heard they had 
form’d againft her, to facilitate their Deligns. So 
that when the Queen was arrived at the Gates 
of Albania's Palace, which was then in the Coun¬ 
try, which ihe had chofe on purpofe to be re¬ 
tired from Court, Ihe had a Mefiage ready pre¬ 
pared lor -her, that Albania wds not in a Difpofi- 
tion to receive Vijits, tho ’ it was from the en her 
Sifter. This ypu may be fure could not buc affliCt 
the good Queen, who was full of Love and Affect¬ 
ion to Albania , being a Woman that was always 
compaflionate, and Ihewed a tender Regard to all her 
Subjefts. But the King, who was naturally Paffionate 
’in himfelf, tho* he govern’d it more than molt M _a 
were capable of doing in the Publick Admimiba- 
' tion of Affairs, yet he took fuch Notice of this Carri¬ 
age to Aurantia, that he fcarce forgot it all his Reign 
after. And lince he cou’d riot reach Zarab, whom 
■ he never thought Innocent, he fhew’d vifible Marks 
of his Refentment to Albania , and negleCted Htppo- 
lito a long Time after. Tho* it Was not fb long 
e’er Zarab remember’d the King again, when he had 
laid a fecond Stratagem to penetrate into the Ene¬ 
mies Country by the Way of Briefcia\ but thisfuc- 
ceeded worfe than the Firft, and was fo well known 
the Enemy, that the whole Nation began to take' 
Notice of it as a Mifcarriage that redounded much 
to the Diibpoour of Aurantio y who had more Peo¬ 
ple about him, fome faid, than Zarab, that ftudied 
to confound ail’ his Devices, and render him Odious^ 
to .the . People, who then began to Murmur grievoufly 
againft his'Reigns others there were that extoll’d 
* thole very Perfons the Court thought Inftrumental 
." 'X '' ' . " to 
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to aU the Treacheries that happen’d to ■ the Publick 
Councils of the Nation. 

At laft Aurantio faw there Was no good to be done 
Without employing thofe Perfons who appear’d tq 
thwart his Counfels; not but he faw at the fame 
Time phey were Perfons fitly qualified for Publick Bu- 
finefs, being Men of difcerning Parts and quick Judg¬ 
ments *, befides, Salopius began now to appear back¬ 
ward, and refufe every Thing the King would have 
put upon him, for he never fufpe&ed him at all, not- J 
withfcanding his Treachery, becaufe he deceived hint 
by his Indifference and Shinefs to be employed, when 
his chief Reafons were he lov’d his Pleafure too much 
tq ferve any Prince, and he lov’d Albanio too much 
to ferve Aurantio to any Purpofe j another Thing was, 
Solano , who tranfaCted all Affairs behind the Curtain, 
was now become as one Perfonby his ftriCt Alliance with 
flippolito , and therefore recommended him to the King’s 
Favour, who law in him every Thing he cou’d defire 
to his Defigns, and therefore receiv’d him again, both 
into the Courvcil and the Army ; nor was it long e’er 
Polpone, who had likewife ally’d his Family to Zarah’s, 
was employ’d in the moft Secret Councils , fo that fhe 
had no" room left now to entertain. Envy or Revenge j 
yet ftill flie had not what fhe chiefly wanted, Auran¬ 
tio’ s Abfence; for tho* the Queen was goqe, her Fears 
were greater ftill, left any Accident fhopld’intervene 
to cfofs Albania of the Crown, for there was all 
her Hopes t and Fortune, which had purfued her 
clofe in every Adventure of her Life, refolving not 
to keep her .long in .Sufpence, now made Way for 
all her Expectations to fucceed, by the fudderi Death 
of Aurantio , and Albania’s Acceffion to the Throne 
of Albigion. . * ’ 

Now the whole Scene of Affairs was turned to Za- 
tiah's. Will and Pleafure fhe cou’d look no where 

" round 
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round .her without Tempting Objedts Of Grandeur, 
Riches and Ambition ; every Thing that fhe faw flat¬ 
ter’d her, every Body made their Court to her, 
while the Formality of Albania's State hind'red her 
of rhe Secret Pleafure Zarah enjoy’d among Crouds 
of Fawning Courtiers. 

The Government of the Kingdom was in a manner 
in her Hands, and whoever expedbed Favours or Re¬ 
wards, mult apply themfelves to Zarah t by whom all 
was granted, as the Pipe that convey’d the Royal 
Bounty to the Subject; paft Ages have furnifh’d 
;us with Examples of this Nature, Pofterity may fee the 
like, but not equal to this; for it may be (aid, without 
Exaggerating upon the Subjedt too much, Albania took 
the Crown from her own Head to put it upon Zarah'%. 

This great Rife of hqrs, and her Power at Court, 
gain’d her the Title of Queen Zarah among Foreigners, 
who knew not the Conftitution of Albigion , where it 
has been an ufual Thing for Kings to uncrown them¬ 
felves, and place it on tneir Favourites. This rais’d 
her many Enemies among the Ambitious Grandees , who 
envy’d her Greatnefs; yet fhe had a particular Way 
with her of Monopolizing all Perquifites to her felf, 
that gain’d her more Hatred" from the Court-followers ; 
but the molt confiderable and dangerous Enemies fhe 
had were Roffenjis and Mulgarvius , the laft of which 
retain’d ftill a Relifh of her old Grudge to him. 

Statesmen and Favourites of.this kind arefeldom known 
to agree, the Firft aiming at the good of the State, and 
the Felicity of their Monarch; the Laft only ftriving to 
Enrich themfelves, tho’ upon the Ruin of their Coun- * 
try, are Oppofites to one another; and fo confequent* 
ly when Favourites flourifh, the State languifhes, for 
Perfons of their Charadters being Rivals to one another, 
generally go cunningly to work, and fo interrupt all 
other Bufinefs going forward but their own. 

Thefe 
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Thefe Perfons, tho* they were all of great Spirits* 
they were too Prudent to declare open War againft 
one another, and let the World lee their blind Side* 
and who had the apparent Advantage over the other. 
Albania, on the other Hand, was very wife, ahd of a 
Peaceable Difpofition* too Cautious as yet to Side 
with either to the Prejudice of the other * but having 
a Kindnefs for both Roffenfis and Mulgarvius, and 
knowing Zarab had a Secret Diftafte againft them, as 
Perfons that were only capable of Influencing her, Ihe 
never gave Zarab t)ie Encouragement of lpeakitig any * 
thing to the Prejudice of either of them. 

And now we muft fuppofe Hippolito advanc’d to' 
the higheft Pinacb cf Honour he was capable of 
having bellow’d upon* him as a -Subjeff-, and indeed 
none cou’d be too great for his Services, conlider- 
ing all their Circumftances •, he merited a juft Efteem 
both from the Court and Country; every Body now 
admired the Queen, that Ihe had confirm’d the wile 
Choice of Aurantio * for all the World lpoke well of 
Hippolito, and Extoll’d his Gallantry, he was look’d 
upon abroad as if he had been Sovereign of Albigion 4 ■ 
from which he had been lent; and the fame Honours 
were paid him in the Army as they ufe to Crown’d 
Heads: Thus laden with Honours at Home, and Vic¬ 
tory Abroad, he fought, he conqer’d, and triumph’d 
over all the Heroes of his Age: nor was he lels in 
his Family than in himfelf: Volpone, his neareft Ally* 
was Abfolute at Home as he was Abroad* under 
his Adminiftration the Nation Plourilh’d in Wealth 
and Riches. Soldiers turn’d Ufurers in their ‘Tents, and 
Sailors in their Cabbins •, the Merchant went no more 
Abroad for Gain, but Traded lafer with the Govern^' 
ment: The Queen fat eafyin her Throne, nor feh the 
Weight that Crowns do give, and all the People won¬ 
der’d at the Tranquillity the Nation felt in thofe llleft 
Days, of Zarab ana Volpone'% Reign. But. 
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But there is Hill one Obftacle to all their Flatter*- 
jrtg Felicities, for What Humane Happinefs has Jret 
been without a But? The Eeclefiaftieks or Albigisn were 
very Reftlels and Uneafie at this Tide of Government, 
which like a Torrent threatned the Deftrudtion of 
their Conftitution, which, as all Wife Men of the 
Nation thought, was the Foundation of Albtgieu' s 
Future Peace and Tranquillity; the Priefts began now, 
as they had all the Reafon in the World, to exclaim 
againft the Modem InvaJions of their Rights and Pri¬ 
vileges from the Pulpit , and to admonifh their Audi¬ 
ence boldly to adhere to the Principles of Religion 
their Forefathers had taught them, and purchas’d for 
’em as an Inheritance, at the Price of their Precious 
Blood; they were daring enough at all Times, and 
in all Places, even in their Publick Aflemblies, to 
point out, as we may fay in plain Englijh , the Perfons 
whom they faw were the Authors and Promoters of. 
thofe Mifchiefs that were then brought upon 'their 
Fundtion, and daily like to increafe, to the 'Preju¬ 
dice of the Prefent Eftablijhment. 

' This Management, which was thrown upon Zarab 
and Volptmiy caus’d great Alterations in the Minift- 
ry, and no lmaH Feuds among the People, whofe Heats 
rofe to that Degree they were ready to knock thofe on 
the Head who-appear’d to vindicate the Religion of 
the State , which the others were endeavouring to laugh 
opt of Countenance, and ftigmatize all thofe,that were 
its faithful AfTertors, with Infamous Nicknames , to ren¬ 
der them odious to the Populace; but this Hellifh Stra-' 
tagem fo far fail’d of its defign’d Succefs, that it pro¬ 
duced quite contrary Effedts, and thofe very Perfons, 
whofe Fame and Reputations they defign’d to Ruin,- 
became the Darling Patriots of all the Wife, Difin- 
terefted and Unprejudiced People of Aibigion , and may 
in future Times become a Scourge to thofe Impoliticly 

G Statefmen, 
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Statefmen, who now envy them the Honour that 
they themfelves have eltablilh’d upon them through¬ 
out their Country ; and it is not unlikely they may 
prove a Thorn in the Sides of thole Men who thought 
to llab them to the Quick. 

If Mulgarvius and Roffenfis be thrown out of th^ 
Miniftry , who knows but Volpoite and Fuimus may be 
drawn into the Mire? Obomius was as great in the 
Days oi Rollando, who lov’d him as tenderly as e’er 
Albania cou’d Volpone ; but yet this Wife and Juft 
Favourite Minifter durft not be trufted by his Mailer 
through the Streets of Lodunum, for fear of the en¬ 
rag'd Multitude; ’Tis a Happinefs a Statefman knows 
not how fufficiently to value, not to. be Popular j Hip- 
polito has manag’d this beyond Example; he never 
made himfelf the Peoples fdol x and confequently the 
People could never make him their Sacrifice. 

'■ What though Danterius was made a StaJking-horie 
to the State ? They were forc’d: to pai;t with him be¬ 
fore they could catch the Gaxat Volpone was hunting 
for; and though the Cambrian be a Tamer Beall, he’s 
“but an Afs at bplt, whofe Ears will fcare the Partridge 
before they can drive them to their Nets; Sqlano , the 
Beardlefs Legate will return well fraught with long 
Experience, and then fhp Jjtate will have no fur¬ 
ther Ufe for Make-JbiJts. 

But all this while riiele intricate Affairs of Church 
and State perplexed the Good Queen Zarah ; for tho ? 
her Royal Millrefs was Hill Living, and Reign’d Ab- 
lolute Queen o’er all her Subjects Hearts, yet the 
Weight and Burden of the Government prels’d hea¬ 
vy, on Zarah' s Shouldersj which flic, like a Second 
Atlas, kindly fylfain’d, without the leaft Return of 
Thanks from that Ungrateful Country of Albigion \ 
that Country that could never fpeak well of her Pro- 

tetlors and Deliverers., but like an untam’d Horfe, 
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faas always apt to kick thofe that dar’d to Ride 
her. 

Nothing griev’d Zarah like this ungovernable Spi¬ 
rit of the Albiginois , who wou’d not bear to think 
bf being rid with a Side Saddle , having had their Backs 
gall’d fo much before in the Female Reign of Rolando. 
But notwithftanding all thefe Difficulties, Zarah was 
refolved to mount on the Stirrup of Hippolito's Fame 
and Conduct, and drive her Beafts forward by the 
Help of Viohone's Rod; for though it wou’d not j,mart 
as tome other Rods do, it had a ftrange Faculty in 
it of Tickling fuch Cattle as were Froward into the 
moft pleafant Gentle Paces imaginable j bythis Means 
ihe got on ,the Backs of the moll Able Pads in the ' 
whole Kingdom of Albigion , fome of which fhe rid 
to Death, and others Ihe heartily Jaded. 

There were two very ferviceable Black Nags fhe 
would gladly have Rid, artd ufed all the Gentle Means • 
fhe could think of to manage, but they wou’d ne¬ 
ver fubmit to be Back’d ; they had been fo long us’d 
to Run at their own Liberty, it was not ip her Power 
ever to get ’em bridled with either Curb or Snaffle i 
there was a Milk-white Steed that was thought wou’d 
, have made one of the ufefulleft Beafts about the Court 
this fhe managed ,fo dexteroufly as to be able to 
mount him j but fetting forward of a Journey where 
fhe defign’d to ride him, he kick’d her Highnefs 
off at the Court-Gate, which fo difgrac’d her, fhe never 
cou’d endure a White Horfe fince ; and fome fay it 
had fuch an Effedt upon her, that fhe began to hate 
every Thing that Was White, wou’d fcarce bear 
Clean Linnen, and cou'd not endure Lawn-Sleeves. 

A -fmall Time after thefe little Difgra~es which 
Zarah met with, the great Efteem Mulgarvius gain’d 
among the Patriots of Albigion did not a little per¬ 
plex her j for he had now both the Ear of Albania 

G ar and 
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and the Affecftions of the People, and Nature 
Merit both had furnilh’d him with a Capacity fit for 
Authority j and that which vex’d Z arah word: of ail 
. was, that they had given him fo much Independency j 
for had he been one that wou’d have fuffered himfelf 
to be carried away by the Perfwafions of Flattery, he 
wou’d eafily beeome a Prey to her alluring Arts. 

This was fo infupport^ble to her, that fhe cou’d 
not reft till fhe had communicated her Refentments 
to Volpone, of continuing Mulgarvius ftill about the 
Court, to be an Eye-fore to her, and a Spy upon - 
all her Actions. Volpone fubmiflively told her all 
Things fhou’d be according to her Mind in a fhort 
Time ; but as yet fhe ought to wait a few Days, 
faying, 'that great Polititiatis (fuch as himfelf undoubt¬ 
edly) bad found by Frefidents, that Peace and Union 
preferves a State, that Love maintains it, that Ambition 
and Novelty dejiroys it, that Moderation banijhcs Ha¬ 
tred and Quarrels, that Swavity fupprejfes Envy ; beftdes, 
continued he, amongfi fo maty Jtlujlrious Qualities as 
we have obferved in Albania, I will not omit the Su- 
pream Virtue of Moderation, wherewith Jhe favours 
her Friends, and even her very Enemies too, and which 
we both know by Experience fhe poffeffes in the higheft 
Meafure ; and that her Irafcible Part hath never been 
able to furmount it ; wherein I take much more Notice 
of their Good Luck who have the Benefit of it, than of 
their own Defertsand of the Influences which come from 
her, than of the Subjefl which makes her lay ajide Se¬ 
verity, andjhew her felf favourable and merciful, I mean 
her Clemency, which is the Judge of Vengeance and the 
Moderatrix of Power, where there is a Quejlion of lef- 
Jening the Punifhments, which a Perfon of Authority may 
infill upon fuch as are under her Obedience. 

This Virtue is a Gift of Piety, a Sweetnefs of Spirit y 
for Clemency is of an Herrick EJfencey and the Defetti- 

ott 
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m of that A&ivt and Unbridled PafjioK, which opptnyd 
it, and Jims to check it, is the mofi wonderful Effeft, 
that they who exercife this Virtue, are able to product, 
and the Viftory gotten over it is much more Glorious 
than that -which is then hy Force of Arms. 

Here Z arah interrupted him, faying* Sir, you pit 
me in Mind of an Aft of this Virtue which Jhe exceir- 
tifed Jome Daysfince at m Requefi in the behalf of 
Therefore it was that I Jpake of it, anfwer’d Vtdpent, 
becaufe I was prefent when you begg'd that Performs Par¬ 
don, and when the Addrejfes of your Eloquence eajily ob¬ 
tained what you dejired of a Soul already difpos’d there¬ 
to by Virtue ; and for this Caufe it is I told you. Cle¬ 
mency favours as well Enemies as Friends ; and that we 
muft hold our fehes Happy, when Fortune makes us meet 
with more neceffary Motions to Pardon in them whom 
we Petition, than Merit in the Offenders ; not but that 
your Difcourfe might have wrought the fame Effeft even 
upon Barbarians, becaufe you took Albania upon a good 
Advantage ; but that with another you wad'd not have 
futceeded fo well. 

Sir, faid Zarah, I Will only tell you for what Reafoii 
I undertook this Affair, which was Accidental, for 
finding him alone in the Anti-chamber, I began to dif 
courfe with him about the Caufe of his Dijgrace ; where¬ 
upon I obferved in him a great Moderation of Spirit ,• 
and much Serenity of Mind, and as he was going into 
the Council-Chamber, I took Occafion to fpeak more free¬ 
ly to him j upon which I undertook bis Peace with Albania 
after this Manner ; Madam, faid I, it is a Humane 
Accident to have an Advantage over ones Enemies •, but 
to Pardon when we Overcome is a Divine Virtue! 
whence it comes that we prefer Clemency before Ri¬ 
gour Pardon him therefore. Madam, and if you will 
not grant it for his Sake who hath offended you, nor for* 
mine who deftrve not this Favour, yet do it for your 

own 
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Own Honour, which, will be much more Glorious for you* 
than to free yourfelf, from a weak Enemy: An Enemy t 
I file him Falfe•, for I protefl to you he has as ma¬ 
ty good Wijhes for you as you can think of Ways to 
defray him , and he batb y already received Punijhment 
fufficient from the Senfe of bis Faulty and from the Ter¬ 
ror you have given him ; break therefore the Neck of 
your Indignation, and by forbearing to Punijb him ,* fhow 
that your Hatred is not Immortal. 
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A lbania had not been long fet upon theThipne 
of her Anceftors, and as yet indeed it was 
not to be expected fhe fhould tinderftand 
how to hold the Reins of Government Rea¬ 
dily, but Zarab pluck’d the flack ones out of her Hand ; 
and tho* fhe left thofe of-Power behind her, (he made 
fure of all that were of Profit , knowing, like a fkilful 
PpHtifian, they would at laft produce whatever her 
Ambition could defire. 

! The Court having lain, for this fmall Space of 
Time, much in the fame Condition that Aurantio left 
it, *twas high time now to think of a Remove , in or¬ 
der to which Zarab caft her Eyes about to fee what 

F-fhe could find to jdace neareft Albania's Perfon, 

who at the fame Time might fecure and pro¬ 
mote her dwn Intereft. It happen’d’"at this Juncture 
jDevonius, as Haughty and Noble a Peer 3s any was 
in Albigion., was then Principal Staff-Officer of the 
’ *• '* • ' Houfholdy 




Htu/hoid, and Zarab finding fhe could not eafily d& 
place him, was refolv’d to weary him out, by dif- 
countenancing all his Under Officers, or make him 
obey Her Commands, by placing fuch in them as 
fhe diredted. One Day there happen’d a Vacancy, 
upon which Inftaoce was immediately made to Zarab 
to fupply it, for no Body prefumed Qevonius would 
he fo bold as to afiert his own Right, when it was con¬ 
trary to Zarab* s Will and Pleafure; but this Confide-, 
ration did not in the leaft affedt our Gallant Peer, who 
was fo hardy as to enter hirnfelf into the Lifts 
with this powerful Enemy. 

Zarab took upon her the Nomination, and fent 
away her Officer without Ceremony to be confirm’d 
by Devoniusi but to her great Mortification, and. 
contrary to the leaft of her Expedlations, he fent 
her a huffing Meflage back again, nor fail’d that • 
Minute to fecond it hirnfelf, by waiting on her with 
an .' Air of Grandeur equal, if not fuperior, to her 
own \ Madam, laid he. Are you .Queen of Albigian ? ' 
,0' am I Lord Steward • of the fkajbold? If you are 
the- firfi, take this Staff ? If I am. the lafi, 1 only do 
pty Duty by this JuJlification, and.you have done vtcre than ' 
yours to he the Occafion of it. '; She was ftartled at this, 
it.'.being the firft Rub ,lhe had met withal fince fhe . 
fancy’d her felf Abfolute Miftrefs' of the Court. 

We need not doubt but thin Ufage made Zarab. . 
cautious bow fuch Men of Spirit as Devonius , were 
employ’d again in any considerable Pofts that might. 
interfere with her Government} therefore ihe pitch-, 
ed upon Canutius as a proper. Perfon for her Turn, 
and one •Who would make tiimfejf eafier under her 
Adminiftration : Accordingly he had a Staff, and was 
made the next Great Officer ih the Court to Devonius ; 

I'don’t fay it was given ; him, , 
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Por Canutius happening once to. be at Play with 
Zarab, he loft more than a Talent of Gold to 
her: not at Cards or Dice , which were not known in 
thole Days, but.at a certain Game they call in Albigi- 
on Loofe-all. And this Lady, who was always fam’d 
for Gratitude, finding fhe nad fo great an Obliga¬ 
tion laid upon her, and he the only Perfon in the 
World foe defir*d foould enjoy that Place, with¬ 
out -further Delay put him in Pofleflion of it, which 
fome malicious People faid he purchas’d at too dear 4 
4 Rate : Put however if was faid, he was gratify’d, 
and Zarah pleas’d foe had got a Gatnejier that under- 
ftood Loofe-all fo well. 

The People of Albigion, which is a Country full 
of Ill-nature, made ftrange Conftruffions of this Af¬ 
fair ; fome talked very loofely of Zarab, others re¬ 
proached Albania , the beft Woman in the World, for 
giving fuch Liberties to a Subjedf as Sovereigns them-* 
felves have, been check’d for. But all the World a- 
greed ,foe was impos’d on by'the fubtle Infinuations 
and pevices of Zarabl who got fuch an Afcendant o^ 
Ver her in .her Youth, foe could never foake off all her 
life after: Put let the Matter be as it wotfld, Albania 
was never free from her Influence* no more than foe 
was from her Perfon, for fhe ftuck to her like a 
Burr to a Garment. 

. The chief Reafon indeed why there was no

B-d of the Nation,' tho’ there was an Able Mi- 

niftry then chofe, was becaufe Htppolitd was the Mail 
pitched on, as the moft fitting to ferve his Country 
m that Station in which he was employ’d, and which 
requir’d one of a double Capacity, which he was. hap¬ 
py in, to wit, that of a good Statefman and a good 
Soldier. This made it neceffafy for Albania to gave 
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him ilf the Encouragmeht imaginable, and beftow’ 
upon him all thofe Honours his Merits might juft- 
ly claim. "While AlbigioH was equally pleas’d, both 
Vvith her Choice and the Difpenfations of her Fa¬ 
vours, but at the fame time,' could not forbear to re- 
fleft, that Zarab had done nothing for the Publick 
Service that could deferve fuch diftinguifhing Marks 
of her Sovereign’s Bounty, as were fit to make her e- 

qual to her Q_-n, and had already given her that' 

Title in the Mouths of all her Subjects;, many of 
which had felt the Relentments of her Anger keen' 
as that of Regal Power. 

Among the reft, there is this particular Inftancc : 
As fhe was palling through the Streets of Lodununty 
where fhe often went to Traffick with the Merchahts, 
and where the Traders would'tremble when they 
faw her at their Shops, ever fince the Story that they 
had amongft them of her Cunning Way of pur- : 
chafing of Velvets ; through thefe Streets as fhe was' 
palling in her Chair, an Unfortunate Aga met her 
palling- by without Ceremony, his Cymeter broke 
the Glals, for- which his Commiflion paid in a few 
Days; for her Imperial Highnefs difcovering his 
Name by hfer Servants- when he waited at Hippo- 
lito’s Levee, without concealing her Anger, or the 
Caule of the Age ?s Difgrace, got him abfblutely 
Cafhiefd from the Army, not fuffering him to be 
heard, or his Friends to make Intercelfion for him. 

This, as we may eafily believe, provoked the Ages 
to write the following Letter to Zarah, which he 
caus'd to be dropt in a Publick Cojfee-Houfe , and was 
read thus; Madam, How great a Shorn is'it for Albi- 
gion to fee Albania, the Mother of her Country , a 
Princefs who loves Goednefs , and the Repo ft of her Suh- 
feffs, facrific'd to the Ambition of a ———, who red* 
ders her the weakejt of all Women, The Generous Hip- 

polit<y 
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yolito has too much Honour to efpoufe your Aft ions. Air 
bania too much JuJlice to pardon your Crimes, Albigion 
too Much Power to bear your Ufurpations, % and I too much 
Wrong to forgive, the Injury. 

This made a terrible Noife throughout Lodunum, 
and every Body pity’d the poor Aga, who was made 
a Sacrifice to her Indignation: And the whole Sol¬ 
diery were fo concern'd, it made the Young Rakes 
think cooly in an Evening, left by getting Drunk, 
they ftiould ftumble againft Zarab 's Chair, and in- 
ftead of breaking her Glafies, be broke themfdves. 
Some of them were fo dil-lpirited jat ,the Narra r 
tion of the Aga 's Fate, they would tremble at the 
Name, and as foon face the Mouth of a Cannon, as 
a Chair in the open Streets. 

But thefe things did not at all affedfc the good For¬ 
tune of Zarab, which pour’d in upon her like a 
Deluge, and had been enough to have fwept away the 
moft Politick Favourite, had not Albania, like a Rock, 
fcreen'd her from the Infults of tempeftuous Waves, 
which began to roul upon her apace from the oppo- 
fite Shore. Danterius and Roffenfis fucceeded well 
in their Councils at Home, and Ormondo was fuccefs- 
ful abroad. Hippolito in the mean time had done little 
in the Field j fo that Zarab had nothing to boaft of, 
whereon to ground a Reafon for her Ufurpations over 

her Fellow Subjects. M - upon this began to 

make her very uneafie, which foon put her upon the 
Methods of finding out a Way to make him filent, 
by lefs Attendance on the Court. So that Councils • 

were held, without M - -being call’d, and Bu- 

finefs done without his Secrecy. 

This being obfervM by Danterius who was much 
valued by all Men for his wife Counfels, foon four’d 
his Temper from the Publick Bufinefs, for he found 
he was going to be made a Tool to Fuimus, Sslano, 

H 2 ‘ Devonius , . 
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Dewnius, and the reft of Volpone’s Statefmen, to 
whom how'he could reckon bimfelf no better thiah art 
Vnder-Secretary. This gaul'd him to .the Heart tp 
think of, confidering the Services he had done, and . 
the Slights he had receiv’d from pourt by Means, as 
it was fuppos’d, of Zarab, who monopoliz’d all 
Favours to her felf and. Family. . 

Roffenfis, Danterius. , and M —-—-, perceived now 
amongft themfelves, they could no- longer ferve 
Aibigion , fince Albania was refolved to enter into 
other Counfels; and it feein’d plain to them no Body/ 
could continue in the Service of Albania , that were 
not firft refolved to do Homage to C^ueen Zarab % 

fhe would admit of no Rival in C——t or C--1>. 

and it is well known Volpone pay’d more Court to 7 <a- 
rab'sCoucbee than Albania's Levee. \ .. 

For'about this Time, Somerhts,. a very great Offi¬ 
cer in the Court, having Bufinefi cf. importance 
with Volpone , and’ feeing him go towards Zarab’s 
Lodgings after Council was over, depended upon it 
he fhould find him there. .. Now Somerius was one of 
thofe who never made it his Study to know how to 
Cog, Flatter, and Prevaricate, . and who never was 
pf Opinion,* that the Chief Virtue of the Court 
ponfifted in knowing how to Lie well, but rather 
valued himfelf upon having a good Stock of freedom 
and Plainne/s. Volpone , on the' other’’hand, * was a 
a Man who knew perfectly how to wear two Faces 
pnder one Head, that was to F-—ge. Flatter 
and Diffcipble, $nd never fpeak as he thought : 
And this he - did for-'certain Reafons and Maxims, 
which he would have perfwaded Aibigion to .believe 
were void of all p.fign and Artifice, and manage*} 
with fuch 'Temper • and Moderation , that the . leaft 
J/iconftancy or Leyity might not appear in them, 

to 



Albania, he haftes with all Speed to Zarab f s Apart-' 
ffient, and enquires for Vblpone•, the Old Moor , wh6 
generally attended there, and having his Inftru&i- 
ons, denied be bad been there that Evening ; but told bint, 
be believed be might find bis Lordfbip there another tmb. 
*Yes, anfwer*d Somerius angcrly and aloud, that the 
whole Gallery might hear him; I believe fo too , Ihtay 
find Volpone here, if I come early enough , and in-*- 
voitb Zarah. The Moor was Thunder-ftruck at 
thde Words, proceeding from fo great a Man, 
and having lo many People then- in the Gallery, 
therefore, without any further Reply, clapt the’ 
Door on his Grace, and withdrew into the Lodg¬ 
ings. ; 

’ This did not a little provoke Somerius , who was 
Haughty, tho* he was Folpoue’s Creature in other* 
Rcfpe&s j therefore he turn’d from the Door with 
Anger jn his Countenance, and Refentment in hiV 
JJreaft, and the firft Perfon he met, which happen’d’ 
to be Lunarius , who had formerly been a Rakifh 

P-r, and whom he entertains with this Difcourfe j 

after having told him how he had been us’d; My 
ford, laid he. Few Perfons follow the Court without eni 
gaging tbemfehes in the Service , either of the Prince, ob 
■of fame Chief Minifter, to make their Fortune: A Frienf 
of ours,- who bath fix'd himfelf in a good One, made Ufe 
of a great deal of Art and Indufiry, agreeable to a Prof 
verb known and us'd in Qpurtfhip, 'that is, to win thd 
Maid before the Miftrefy hereby to facilitate bis Defign, 
as well knowing that to bo the only Wfty •, in order to which 
he fet all bis Craft op Work to gain the Maid,' that by 
her he might find out hrrMiftrefles Humour, and confer 
quently, to difcem her Inclinations, without taking Notice 
of the Greatnefs of her Pomp and Condition, or having ' 
that due Regard tq tfe fnterefi of her Kingdoms. 
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In fine, by this tyurfe of bis, be came fe perfectly to ftn- 
derftand her, and pleafe ber, by complying with her in 
whatfoever be fata acceptable to ber, that be very ea- 
fely grew to obtain of ber wbatfoev& be would, and to 
fettle bis Fortune fo advantageoufty as be had done j in order 
to which, the cleft Inter eft which be made, and the priehd- 

fhip which be procured with her Cr —— and D - k, was 

the main Spook in tbf Wheel of bis Fortune, and of the 
moft confiderable XJfe and Affiftance tq him. 

I know who you mean,, ardtyer'd Lunarius; and it 
niuft be very tfoublefome, faid he, for a Perfoh of his 
Condition, iybo is Jo mttcb courted bimfelf, to fuomit to the 

Service of a -, whom be muft be more careftdto pleafe r 

than to pleafe the Queen ber [elf ; and there is no doubt j 
continued he, but be who undertakes fetch Kind of Ser¬ 
vice, finds at firft a great many Difficulties in bis. Way , be- 
caufe be never moves but by a fecond Motion, in reffieft of 
bis Duty to one, and Obedience to another: But Pains 
atid Troubles grow eafie by Cuftom, whereas otherwife they 
arc odious and burtbenfeme •, and feme Men, rather than 
they will ufe themfelves to 'em, are content to loft what 
others gain, by undergoing them, tho' they are Matters 
both of Honour and Advantage, fence by Humility and Aj- 
feduity we vanquifh the greateft Difficulties ; but every Bo¬ 
dy cannot follow the Court, and maintain bimfelf in the 
Service a W -—, and a Courtier ; every Jfedy can¬ 
not yield fitch entire Obedience'to a State P -te, 

and make a Tboufand Congees and Cringes for a fa¬ 
vourable Nod, or s good Look. 

Totmario, no Enemy to Volpone and TLarab, and a 
Friend in the Intereft with thofe Lords then dif- 
courfing, (landing near, and hearing great Part of 
what had been faid, join'd Company with them, and 
(poke thus: My Lords, If I may have tbe liberty to 
give my Opinion of the Affair you feem to take Notice 
of betwixt Volpone and Zarah •, that Lady bath never 
X . . . much. 
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much troubled her felf at what either the Court of 
the "town bath jaid concerning her frequent meeting early 
and late with Volpone, Jhtce they are fo nearly aUy'd. 
< Tbo‘ fome Enemies and fome Ill-natw^d People, cen- 

fure her Guilty of a great deed of Im -, for Jbowing 

fo little Shame at it j yet the mofi Religious and moderate 
Sort of People are perjwaded to the contrary, and the mofi 
clearfigbted Eyes turn it to her Advantage, that her Con- 
fiancy and Perfeverance in the Matter are the J unification 
of her Innocence ; and that good Intentions never make 
any Account at all of the Noife rais’d from Detraction: 
Guilt is never without a Character, we may read it in 
the Criminals Faces ; it will appear in their very Eyes, 
hnd exprefs that the Contempt of Virtue hath caufed an 
InfurreClioH of the Paffums. 

Now if tbefe fTtbo Perfcns, continued he, who are 
allow'd to have great Spirits, ■had neither Shame or Fear 
exprefs'd upon their Faces, how wou'd it be poffible for a 
Woman, wbofe Sex is no left bafbful than weak, to have 
the Confidence to appear at Court, and Jhow her Face, af¬ 
ter having blemiflfd her Honour, and efpecialfy it being 
Publifb'dt 

As there ate different Lovers, fo there are different 
Loves: Arid tbo' that Sympathy which in all Likelihood is 
between them, upon the Account of their Refemblance to 
each other in Politicks, may have frequent Privacies, and 
ibofe frequent Privacies fome little Kindnefs, yet I believe 
lays he, neither of their Defires have tranfcended the 
Bounds of an agreeable Converfalion. He would have 
gone on, but the Latenefs of the Night prevent¬ 
ed him, the Company breaking up, and leaving 
the Court. 

However, the Subjeft of this Debate was talk’d a- 
bout Publickly the next Morning, infbmuch that A- 
ranio fought a certain Young Lord for fpreading the 
Reports’ out being- happily prevented from doing fur¬ 
ther- 
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ther Mifchief, they enter’d into a Efifcourfe of ir- 
refiftible Love. Love., lays Aranio, is a Torch which 
Undies another , and Burns not long alone, and without 
helf i the Experience Jhave bad in ibis Lady is certain, t 
'have ever observ'd in that adorable Perfon a Spark of the 
Fire of Lave, which wou'd have been extinguifh'd if I had 
not flirt*d it up. And tbo' Men perfwaded me it was as 
eajit to difentangle one's felf from Love, as it was to break 
with & Friend, when one had a Mind to it, yet, have I found 
all tbefe Rides untrue in my felf, and that they have nothing; 
in them but vain Imaginations. As for the diftinRion of 
a Lover from a Friend, I have Ukewife bad the fame Mo¬ 
tions with tbefe who were of Opinion they might fpur on 
my Hopes to the Achievement of piy Defires ; and as for 
the Facility of for faking her, tbo' another's, Alas! I have 
not found a Poffibility yet to effefl it, after . having 
put in Practice all the fevere Lejfons I cod’d think 
of to punijh my felf. 

I have tried all things in vain, as flattered,by the Opi¬ 
nion that flu bad yet a Heaven of Love left, wpicb 1 might 
Cultivate: Hereby you may judge of the Effects of Love, 
end the Power of Interefl j and that the Chains of fucb 
is adore them are too ftrong to be broken. Ifhou’d not reck¬ 
on my felf Guilty of Impiety, fays he, if I fay, that Love 
which we bear to Women deprives us of the Ufe of our F ree- ; 
-will, and bath a kind of Tyrannical Influence upon our 
■ Liberty. I have ever obferv'd this Truth among ft Loverj 
when I have redd in Hiftories how many have died for 
tbeir Miftrejfes j and bow a violent Pafflon of Loves, 
■flights all kind of Danger and Confiderations wbatfo- 
ever.i .and I bad fuffleient Experience of this Power in nty 
felf, when / fought rather for the Inter efts of her whom 
t morfltipp'd than for my Friend, wbofe Honour was 
much more concern'd. 

And yet it is very true, faid the young Lord, that 
Duels wbi<b art fought upon flub flight Qraunds have feU

Nor are thefe great PerqUifrtes - -be flow’d, as Ipmo 
malicious People "wou’d fug^eft,- fdPFrii&tS, hot fblfc 
Publi£k' Ends { AUngion Cx>u y & nOt *be blcft 
T '* - and 
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And Moderation at fo cheap a Rate .as the Price of 
a few dirty Acres are able to purchafc: no, no, there's 
more in it than a few dull-fighted People were able tQ 
fee through: And the vaft Sums of Money fome fancy 
Zarab hoarded up, were all liberally dilpens'd for pub- 
lick Ufes; nor did Volpone fail to join with the pious 
Work, by afiifting her Highnels in this great Defign 
of uniting all the Hearts of Her Majefties Liege Peor 
pie, when Penfions and Commifiions were beftow’-d 
Gratis , for the Promotion of Peace and Unity, and 
Ecclefiaftical Dignities given to quarrelfome D——r$ 
on purpqfe to .keep peaceable C—m—n quiet. 

How many thoufand Pounds were remitted yearly for 

the private Services out of Zarab 1 s E-r and 

Volponfs T-ryf* And all this to fupport the Inter- 

eft of Albigion , by keeping in fuch a juft Miniftry, as 
knew how to lay out Her Majefties Revenues to the 
beft Advantage: Not fuch as wou’d cautioufly fave 
our Money, which hang it was not worth our keeping, 

and let Zarab and Volpone H-g or Dr-n, they 

care not which, fo it be but either. Thefe are fuch 
Minifters as the Albigions doat on *, for they are a cove¬ 
tous People, and wou’d fave their Money, tho’ a thouf¬ 
and fuch excellent State Tools foou’d fwing for it. 
And therefore they fay Obornius and Raffenfts were great 
Patriots, becaufe they lov'd their Countries Money; 
and had more Regard to a Farm in Albigion, than to 
a Kingdom in Utopia. But we find Crowns are not 
purchas’d at, fuch eafie Rates •, for Albigion has paid 
more for a Title than fome Kingdoms are worth. ' 

And tho* Zarab Reigni’d without a Kingdom, foe 
was a happy Queen, becaufe foe liv’d in Luxury and 
at Eafe, . without her Subjedls Afliftance, and in fpite 
of their Teeth: She taxed them not, yet they pay’d 
her Revenues againft their Wills; foe was tne Mir- 
f or of her Sex, and the Pheenix of a Queen, for there 
pever was orte like her, nor ever will be. 

I 2 But 
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fab an Opportunity to catch the Praifes of the gaping 
Throng, \yithout Albania and fTippotito ; fhe fails nop 
io prepare her felf, and beautiful Solatia her Daugh¬ 
ter to attend her Majeffy in this Proceflion. For Va- 
‘ pity and Ambition were twq Things fhe wpuld not mifs^ ' 
if to be had. And fhe would be lur? never to give AU 
bania the Opportunity of gratifying any body’s Ambitij 
on befides her own, nor let the People doubt who had 
fhe beft Pretentions to Albania’s Favours, btit'that fhe 
plaim’d all as her undifputed Right. 

There was no Body came near the Court, with the 
Vanity to think of being her Rival, but rather the ut- 
moft of their Ambition was to be her Creature; or 
however, to obtain fo much Favour that fhe might no? 
be their Enemy. This render’d her yery happy and 
great, that fhe had nothing to fear, and foarce any 
thing more to hope for, but to revenge her felf of her 
Enemies, which were too numerous to give her the 
lead: Encouragement of any Profped that Way. How¬ 
ever, fhe was refolv’d not to. die without making 
fome Attempts, and accordingly as fhe fuccfceded ini 
thefe, to'go on. ’ r 

' The firft th^t was to he mad? fenfible of her Refent- 

jnefit was M — -, who had beforehand made him- 

felf indifferent to all that Z arah or the Court cou’d 
pretend to offer or Tantalize him withal ; But they, 
peing ignorant of his Refolution, were refolved to 
devile fomthing that might be offer’d him very great, 
yet very unlbitable to him, fo that He cou’d not in 
Honour aefeept of it, or rerufe if in Difdain $ accord* 
ingly Volpone was to wait on him with,"as they thought,' 
an uriexpefted Meffage; which was, that Albania^ 
but of her gjieept for him , and the Senfe Jbe bad tf bib 
’ * ; " ' ’ .. • " jprtf* 
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)great Abilities , was refoh'd to confer upon him the great# 
•Dignity be cou'd enjoy in the Kingdom of Albigion, and was 
refolv'd to free him from the Burden of that fmaller Office 
be now enjoy'd., by conferring it on another left deferuing. 

But M - - with a great -deal of Wit peculiar to 

him, anfwer'd Volpone to his great Mortification, that 
be thank'd her Majefty for her Superabundant Ftnours j 

and as to her great —- be thank'd God he was breda 

. Gentleman , and bad not bis Fortune to make , but wovfi 
willingly wait till the Patriarchal Dignity Jhou'dfalL, for 
which be thought himfelf as fitly qualified ; if Albania 
wou'd be pleas'd to bejlcw that on him , be Jboitd return 
fits Thanks ♦, in the mean Time be wou'd lay both his pre w 
font Office and himfelf at her Feet , but did not think it 
proper to return if by the Mejfenger . 

/ This nettled Volpone , who had the intended Affront 
he brought returned upon himfelf j and the Relation 
of M -, his bantering them with their kind Pre¬ 

fer*, fent larah twenty Miles out of Town, where 
the Bells of St. Albania rung fuch a Peal in her Ears, 
fiie wifh’d her felf deaf whenever fhe came there as 
long as fhe liv’d afterj but this was but a Prelude to 
what fucceeded in a little Time. 

The next Berfon fhe difearded was an old Patriot , 
and an old Courtier t one that cou’d bite too as well as 


fnarl upon Occafion j and the Lofs of his Staff, tho’ he 
yvas aged, did not fo far difable him, but he might live 
to help a lame Dog over the Stile yet. He was for-? 
merly Hippolito's Frjend, and no Enemy to Volpone , but 
Albigion now was the Care of his grey Hairs; and 
fob's Anger could nop provoke him to leave his Coun T 
try to her Conduit, or his Sbeepfolds to the Care of he? 
Shepherd. He was grown too Powerful for the Wohes , 
an;l too Politick for the Devices of the Fox. The 
f Cambrian was fitter for his Office, for he cou’d fawtj 
jjkc a true C~* p —g, anji 'lick the Beef of his M—v 
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But now Zarah f a Thoughts were bufily employ VI 
hour to manage Affairs againft the next great Sitting 
©f the States of jfltijgion, for the prelent M — rs were 
very refty, tho’ to her great Satisfaction their Tirap 
was fhort; however, they perplexed her with wha| 
they ,d>d, and ihe cou’d not reft quietly, till Alba¬ 
nia had fent them into the Country like a Parcel of ill r 
manner’d B-—s, that had no more RefpeCt for Zarah, 
When Ihe came in Competition with their Country’s In» 
tcteft, than if Ihe had been nothing but the Daughter 
of Jetti/a: Therefore Ihe was glad when Ihe faw their 
Backs turn’d, and an Opportunity was given her to 
revenge her felf upon fome of them who had been very 
lAalapertto her, when they fuppos’d the Power was 
lodg'd in their Hands. So that me was refolv'd now, 
not only to make them fenfthle who’ it was they were to 
obey, but for the future to fecure herfelf under the 
protection of a Shade of her own raifing. 

Therefore Ihe fent Circular Letters with fecret In¬ 
structions to all thofe Petty States and Provinces, whq 
fent R - s to Lodwum> to debate about the Grand 


Affairs of Albigion, that they lhpu’d E-1 no.D — « 

but fuch and fuch as were by her H-fs nominated 

and appointed, as fit to anlwer the great Ends.for 
prhich they were defigo’d, under the Penalties of 
her Difpleafure, and Forfeiture of her future Favours. 
Immediately upon thefe Intimations feveral States and 
y *—r under her H — Direction made their Ack? 
nowledgments in very fubmiffive Tjerms, and acquaint¬ 
ed her they wou’d incontinently obey her InftruCtions, 
and thought themfelves in Puty bound to thank her 
for the. great Care Ihe took of Afyigiott, and for the 
particular Regard ihe had, to their feveral States, by 
yhe munificent Bounties Ihe had caus'd to be diftnbiit- 
ed among them. Tho’ feme immoderate. People ..were 
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aftdfaid they were To far from tecOntiliflgtffcjghboilfs*; 
that ithey fet ’em all together by the Ears in the- 
Country, .for fome gotall the Money, and'they were' 
for Peace and Moderation, others got, nohe, and they: 
were for War. • - . 

This made iuch Civil DiflentSans, that Albania was 
obliged to make many, new Govemouns of Provinces, 
purely to fupport M -—, and keep Mens Months, 
(hut, as well as tie their Hands, that they might not-, 
oppofe fttch Men as were well principled fo Political- 
Religion, and zealoilfly affefted to her Highnefs’s pre*. 
Tent Government j but notwithftanding all this, tfo 
ftubborn People of JlbigtoH were obstinately betft.ao 

oppofe all her tender Offers of G-•. Few wou’d 

hearken to her kind Declarations, but fome urthink* 
log Heads, who were follow’d by a Train of giddy . 
Mob, .that hunger’d after the Flrih-pocs pf Egypt* 
but wou’d believe Miracles no longer than while thejfl 
Bellies were? full 1 : For they were, like all other Mul- 
rihides, on their Side who fed them* hut withdraw 
the. Hand shat. gives them Bread, and fhey are gone 
like'.a^Flock of Wildfowl. . • • • ■ . 

It 'Was now high, time to make ufe of all the Sera-, 
t^gems ;hcr Female Wit cou’d think of, for the Tide 
fpem’d toasoil fibrong, in- fjpite of all the Efforts fob. 
had made to item kl Xarab had earn’d Albania to 
make aProgrds into the Country,. whereby-foe might 
win the Hearts oi her Subjects to her Obedience, and 
influence the moll obftiaate by her milder Prefencew 
She vifited .the ekleft Daughter of Urania fir ft,; apd 
(bow’d her the Virtues Jhe wou’d have her imitate* 
who not only own’d the bright Example who pro- 
pofed^sm, but (wore that Gratitude and Principle ob¬ 
lig'd them to partite what their Saverjtgga had fo (kind¬ 
ly, taught them. !This Dedamioa animated ZdnaJb, fo 
rat fo&cpn’ddpubt u&i ap^lt fujfo 
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ft Frank Acknowledgment; T hereftfre foe proceeded - 
with Albania on their intended Expedition in all the ' 
height of Expettation,' that , every thing muft now 1 
fucceed according to her Wifoes'. But foe was no foon- 
er return'd to Lodunum , but the firft thing foe met 
withal was'a publick Defianfce aga’inft- her from Ura¬ 
nia’s Daughter, telling her of all the fetret Defigns foe 
had to undermine hen That-foe had coher’d her felf 
With fo thin a Veil, they had difcover’d her fafoio- 
nable Face, which they wo’.i'd never truft again for 
her Sakej in foort, the whole Thread foe had fpmr 
in that Journey was quite unravell’d, She had left her 
Mafk of Moderation behind her, which was pull’d inf 
pieces, and fent Albigion for a Specimen of her reli¬ 
gious Defigns; but fome burnt-it, others cut it in¬ 
to Atoms , but the wifeft Sort preferv*d it carefully 
in Spirits, as a Prefervative in Future Times againit 
Moderation, Perfidy, and Hipocrijy. 

This Ulage feiz’d upon her Head fo violently, it 
had like to have cod’ her her Life; - what to do in this 
Extremity foe cou’d not tell, for all the Nation had their 
Eyes upon her, expetting how foe wou’d behave- her** 
felf in this Juntture; foe durft not impart her Afflic¬ 
tion to Albania , who had already enough to reflett op,- 
for differing her felf to be carried about for a Show, 
Only to Countenance Z arab*s Defigns. Befides, this 
peevifo Daughter of. the Mufes, had retorted - Albania?9 
Vifit -upon her, as a Treacherous In—.— of hers to 
draw them into a Snare, and then leave then to ffiift 
for themfelves, She accus’d Albania of Ficklenefs* 
who had been applauded for. unalterable Conftancyv 
and began to Lampoon her, by comparing her to tne 
Wind, which is always fubjett to change; in lhdrt, foe 
talk’d ftrangely, even of Albania herfelf,. upon the 
Score of that Vifit, which foe was foil uncharitably.inJ- 
efin’d to believe wasdefign’d. for nagood toheci and 
:. ~ as

is to Zarab, lhe .tjelpis’d her, lhe Ridicul’d her, iff 
all Company, and to. all the Young Fellows that Cow 
VerPd with her; and lhe wou’d never forgive hei* 
for.ufing her Cunterius, her Brufcus , and all her Lov- 
fcrs, fo ill. 

The. Noife of this Refentment ftruck Zarch's Eats 
with an unufual Surprize, lhe was troubled at it ex'- 
treamly, and fom'e fay Tigh’d for Sorrow, which lhe 
was icarce ever known to do before, but her betted 
Xhoughts prevail’d upon her at that Time, and lhe 
reproach'd her lelf for fuch Bafe Dcligns. But it is 'a 
ticklifh Bufinefs for a Woman to repent of a Thing 
that extreamly.delights her; and lhe feldom charges 
herfelf. home for a Fault fo pleafing as Revenge. For 
■theie Reproaches of Zarah again ft her felf were not al¬ 
together the inoft violent that might be expected from 
one that pretended'to have a real Senfe of a Fault, but 
father from one that was difappointed, that her De¬ 
signs cou'd not have their intended Effeft, fo that 
fometimes lhe wou’d be angry with herfelf for tnaking 
lo much ado. At laft, being aflaulted by Turns, on 
the one Side by Reafort, and the other by Inter eft and 
Pqffion, fhe got up early .in the Morning, without hi- 
ving been able to take any: bther Resolution, than to 
yield her felf up, : if poflible, to be govern’d by FoU 
pone, . and be for the. future meerly Pafiive in the Ma- 
nagement of that Bufinefs, which fo long had ruin’d 
her Repofe. ; 

. But alas, thefe were but vain Imaginations, arid 

Dreams of a fickly Mind; for lhe cou’d no more be 
Govern’d by Volpone , than Albania cou'd Govern her ; 
for meeting with him in the Gallery prefendy after, 
lhe reproach’d him with want of Politicks for hfer 
Mifcarriage in her late Progrefs. My. Lord, faid lhe; 
you might have inform'd me better, than fuffer me to'U 
ttpofed to a ! thou/and Malicious ‘tongues, Phhd avoided ,

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if your L - p bad not given me a more agreeable 

Character of *em. But they are an abufrve People >, and 
throw all their Dirt upon me ; mean time you pafs for ct 
Saint, and let the Odium lye at my Door \ either affert my 
Innocence to the Worlds or Albigion jhall know whtr 
B -- her liberties, aud who S - her Free¬ 

domwho makes Religion a Politick Engine, and who 
Albania a Wooden Tool. 

Volpone was confounded,, and flood Mute as a Statue; 
while Zarab triumph’d in her Paflion, and Tooth’d her 
Rage for a Time with fuch like Reflections: At laft he 
[recover’d himfelf, but with a trembling Voice an- 
fwer’d; Madam , faid he, tbe\Sentiments I had of you 
were quite different from this outrageous Paffion I find in 
you ; pro/ tell me coolly what I have done -Jfhat is not for 
your Interefi and your Glory, for all the World beftdes is 
indifferent to me. How many Reflections have I borne 
when 1 was conftrain’d to oblige you ? What Anxieties has 
it not caus’d in me fmce I was fo near Allfd to your 

' H - ? Yet you barbatoufiy withdraw your Heart 

from me, wbofe PoJfeJJion fiweeten’d all my Sufferings’, Ond 
you come now to facrifice me to your Difcontent, which I 
, am not knowingly guilty of, my Tendemefs Jlilf intereffes it 
felf for you, and. weak as I am, I wou’d willingly ferve 
you, tho ’ at the Expence of my own Life. 

Weak indeed, my Lord, faid Zarah, when you cou’d 
not protect me from being infulted in the Palace, but much 
weaker in your Head, when you could not forefee the Con - 
. fequences of thofe feign’d Complements and Flatteries we 
paid Urania’ s eldeft Daughter, to have a Return of the 
vilejl kind imaginable,, even to have our Favours dejpifed 
our Intrigues laugh’d at as empty Projects', Apprentice 
Boys hoot at me as I pafs the Streets, and throw me Pills 
, to Purge the Spleen ; fo that unlefs Volpone’i Thoughts 
be better, I jhall have nothing for therfuture to Jujlifie toy 
Conduct ’, but all thofe who read the Hiftory of my Life 
will look upon me as a Monfier. 

Madam . r 
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Madam, faid Volpone, if I do not redeem your Honour 
T defire to appear a Thoufand times more Criminal than 
you can reproach me-, but Fortune will fometimes pity 
Jlrange Fantaftick and Surprifing Tricks. However ref 
affured, we have her in our Hands, and it is but turning 
the Wheel and fhe will reprefent new Scenes of Pleafure. 

This Tomething appeas’d Zarah for the prefen t, and 
they fedately confulted of new Measures to bring a- 
tout fuch Defigns as fhe wanted to eftablifh, her Peace 
and Satisfaction of Mind, by frefh acquirements of 
Riches "and Honour. 

In tfder to which, that her Intereft might be firm¬ 
er in Albigion, Zarah propofes an Alliance wirh Mon¬ 
te cut o, a Family of Riches, but guilty of as dark 
Defigns as Zarah* s. The Goodnefs of Albania's Dif- 
'pofitidn daily receives frefh Trials from Zarah, for 
Montecuto now muft be made one of the Firft Grandees 
of Albigion, that not one Branch of Zarah's Race fall 
to the Ground difhonourable. This gave new Life to 
Zarab ; fhe was ftrengthen’d now by a Man of her 
own Kidney *, and it wou’d be hard to attack her of 
any fide, who had fortified her Intereft with Four of 
the ftrongeft Branches in Albigion. Young Montecuto 
and Hippolita, the moft Charming of her Sex, were 
doom’d to Confolidate this laft and ftrongeft Alliance j 
every body Pitied the Young Lover, becaufe he was as 
happy as Beauty cou’d make him, but was infenfible 
of Love, while the Fair Hippolita fet all the World 
befide on Fire. 

And now it was time to think of Perpetuating Za¬ 
ra’s Honour, nn& Hippolito's A&ions; for it is much 
queftion’d which of the Two will be remember’d 
. longcft in Albigion -, if we owe a great deal to the firft, 
there is no doubt but we are indebted to the laft % and 
if the Noble Edifice, ereCted in Memory of that* con¬ 
tinue as long as the remembrance of Zarab's Name, it 
will laft as long as the Kingdom of Albigion has a Law in 

K 2 it 
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it for a Female to fit upon the Throne. The Reflection 
of this was undoubtedly no little Pleafure to Zarab t 
to think how Pofterity will read her Song, and (h£ 
Jive Immortal in the remembrance pf a Nation (he has 
taken fuch Pains to ferve, and who were fo ungrateful 
to her, even while the Marks of her Favours were 
Irefh in their Minds, 

By this time the C-1 and M -r-y were aj- 

moft all modell’d to her M[ind •, Volpone redoubled 
his Care and Diligence, to fee that none were admit¬ 
ted unto Albania's Service, that wou’d fly in the Face 
of their Benefadtors: And now it w$s both his and 
-Zarah's great Concern to oblecye the Motion and Dif- 
•pofition of the People olAlbigicn, left the great Meet¬ 
ing of the States of that Courttry,ihoulfl fall into Heats 
about the Management of fjifjfoip, rail them to Ac¬ 
count, and overturn ;all thatjhey hat| been doing fojr 
‘fb many Years. To. prevent, this, Vpjpone feigns nim- 
felf a Man of Sport and Pleafure, and Zarah. to pre¬ 
vent Albania from thinking what was doing perfwadejs 
her to take her E)iverfion along with Volpone ; told hef 
. it wou’d be for her Health, and the Satisfaction of her 
Pebple to fee her, and find her Eafits under the Dik 
ferences that fome of her Subjects endeavour’d to make 
■In Albigion upon the account of Religion, as they pre¬ 
tended ; But, faid Zarath, fbofe ' kind of Men have no 
■R ~J- n among them nor is it that they are fo concern' 
qbout, but becaufe your M—y has got a Wife M~y <*r 
bout you, and they are no longer irnpUrfd. You may re¬ 
member, continued (he, they were ay iroublefome in Ro¬ 
lando 's Days, when. he employ'd the great eft Statesmen of 
■ Albigion, that were different itf their Opinions front, 
-them \ hew did they then torment the Good K—g, and 
• caus'd him to M —rr— his Bejl Friends. They would 
play the fame Game with your M — y, if you Jhotdd hear- 
hen again to the Comfels of Mulg^rvius, and thy rff iff 
/ v ' - ' ' '• / ’ that 
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that Party, t vbom you know are of turbulent, fiery, T'em 
pers, nothing of the Meeknefs and Mo deration you jo muck 
recommend, and find praBifcd by -VOlpone, Sigillariusj 
and the ■ rejl ofyour prefent M—You know, Madarn^ 
laid fhe, it was for want-of this Policy your Father was 
fo unhappy, was hurried - on to Ruin by Solano, who 
founfell*d quite contrary to Aurahtio, who had the Sufc 
tilty all bis Reign .to-follow this Rule , as the onfy true 
State Maxim to be us'd in Albigion.-' 

Albania, who was all Compliancoto Zarab , yield¬ 
ed to her Perfwafion, and every thing was prepared 
for* her -Expedition ; (he was now equipped like ano¬ 
ther Didna, to fefek’hfer ’Pleafufe in the Woods and 
Plains-, where oft Rolando had been happy before. For 
that .Prince’s Crown- had fet like a'Crewn of Thorns 
upon Iris', Head, h'ad riot that place Eas’d him fome- 
tinics from Regal Caffes, " winch were the moft infup- 
portable to him' of* all Mankind -, for tho* he had a 
fieadf. as Svell qualified for Bufinefs a$ ahy Man Bornj 
his' Hfe^rt was all {hade *0)3 -of PleafttrO, Which was thd 
Loadftohe govern’d all the Aftions of his Life, which 
might have been as Glorious as the Riches of Albigion, 
and'the entire Affedtion of the People cou’d maki 
thefn\ yft his Clemency, and other Princely Qualities 
he was Mafter of, made him die the moft lamented 
Monarch in the World; ■'* 

’ But to-return to Albania, we (hall find her on the 
Plains pf Rolando, ’which I fhall fo call for his Sake 
who 'loved them fo well, perfedt Miftrefs of Rural 
Sports and Paftimes. Hunting, Hawking, Cocking , 
Horfe-Rhcing, were all Princely Sports, and might pofi* 
fibly: be made to relifh with i Woman who was made 
up of, Yendemefs arid Companion ; foft Female Virtues, 
which were by Degrees to be Harden’d, and made 
more Mafculine. 

Albania cou*d not be made fenfible of the Diverfion j 
bvjt fince fhe found it ferviceable to her Health, fb'fe 

* " P a ft 
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ptft away the Time with Chearfulnels, and a great 
deal of Security of Mind. This pleas’d Zarab to fee, 
for it anfwer’d her Purpofe to find Albania eafie, fo 
that fhe cou’d purfue her Game with the greateft 
Satisfaction *, for all lhe had to do, in order to anfwef 
her Defigns, was to draw Albania to Cambrienjis, to 
vifit Urania's Second Daughter; tho* fhe was fenfible 
how the eldeft had refented the Favour fhe beftow’d 
on her, yet to fhow the Temper fhe publickly pro- 
fefs’d to Albigion , fhe was eafily prevail’d on to go, 
where all the Entertainment and kind Reception was 
given her that the whole Family was capable of. No- 
hting was too coftly, nothing too good, that they 
cou’d treat her with; and Albania receiv’d their Ex- 
prefiions of Love with mutual Satisfaction, 

This Profperous Advance elevated Zarab and Vol- 
pene ,tp the higheft Pitch of Pleafure that cou’d gratifie 
their Defires. They found this Daughter pf Urania 
in a Difpofition of Mind fuitable to theirs, for fhe was 
inclin’d, as they imagined, t9 thofe T erms .°f Mo*- 
deration they had propofed to efiablifh throughout Al¬ 
bigion. Nor did fhe only receiye Albania with fuch 
Demonftrations of Joy, but fhe Carefs’d Volpone >, So- 
pterius, JFuimuSy Tonnerius and Devonius, the very Per- 
fons Zarab had. pitch’d on to propofe the Matter to 
her, for which this Grand Expedition was made ? and 
ypon which account fhe procur'd tionoyrs to be con* 
ferr?d by Albania on feveral of the Family. 

. This fo pleas’d the Miftrefs, who was an Ambiti¬ 
ous Lady, that fhe told them all Cambrienjis was at 
their Service, and fhe had Intereft enough to engage 
that Place: This, tickled their Ears, for this Decla¬ 
ration was what they wanted, and the Bufinefs for 
which they came there. Fuimus told her the' Perfbn 
they defign’d to recommend was no lefs than a Z ara- 
zian, one who had Married Zarab' s Daughter .and 
was yolppne's Son. 

' Th« 
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’ The Academian Lady foon gave he/ Confent, and 
promis’d her utmoft Affidance, told Fuimus fhe was 
fenfible of Volpone *s Qualifications, and that he was 
the Man in the World fhe fhou’d moft willingly ef- 
poufe, not only for his own Sake, but that he was the 
Son of fuch a Father, and ally’d to fuch a Mother t 
and fhe knew very well from their Two Interefts her 
Family were to expeft all that they cou’d wifh for of 
defire in Albigion. Much more fhe faid on this Subject 
to induce them to believe fhe was intirely theirs, and 
they need ufe no more Artifices to engage her further. 
So that now it was high time to hafte to Lodunum^ 
and confult what was further to be done in order to 
efiablifh a firm and lading filtered in the Senate of 
Albigion. 

. In order to which, Foejki, a Seditious Zarazian , and 
a virulent Pamphleteer, was fet on Work, and encou¬ 
rag’d to abufe all the Able Patriots of Albigion , Lids 

of T- were Publifh’d and Difpers’d abroad, to 

render them Odious to their Friends and Neighbours, 
but without the lead Effeft, except near Lodunum t 
■ where they had the Opportunity of improving their 
Defigns by more Ways than one. For Money about 
this time circulated apace, Lands were bought in all 
' the Provinces near that Populous City, to make more 

V-- for D-s that had been known before fince 

Albigion was a Nation. Brufcus and Macaius were dig- 
mati’zd by all the Zarazians for Ringleaders of a Party 

• who were very Zealous for Prelatical R-n, which 

they faid brought DifTention among the People, dif- 

3 uieted the Repofe of Albanians Government, tho* 
le was fuppos’d to profefs the fame, having been 
Educated in thofe Principles which Z arab and Volpone 
made her believe were dedru&ive of th?t Moderation 
&e had promis’d to maintain in Albigion. 


Thefe 
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Thefe fclifputes rais'd great Heatsaiid Febds- every 
Where, which wetefupported and carry’d on by Mean* 
of Zarat/s Partizaos,- who were Very Numerous, tho* 
of. little Account in refpeft.of others,. who .were the 
Chief of the Gentry and' Ecclefiafticks of Alingim ; a 
Country where the Better Sort were.always fall Friends 
‘to die C This difquieted the Zarazians not a 

little, tho’ they were more iriduftrioius in their Way av 
buiidantly than the others, who depended altogether 
On the Eftablilhment of the Laws of . their Country 
for their Protection, while the Zaraziatts were finding 
out Ways to avoid the force of ’em,, or if that fail’d/ 
to procure Power enough to . overthrow’em. 

Accordingly Zar/izian Governours. were fet over the 
Provinces of Exefta , Canutia , and many others, in or¬ 
der to bring the feveral Petty States, to their Lure/ 
andgainfuchan Intereft among them, as might fecure 
themfelves and their Adherents, when the Grand C-r 
-— of the Nation Ihou’d fit: For they .dreaded this 1 
.Critical Time of erefiting themfelves into a Body of 
.Men, that for the future Ihou’d influence all Affairs irf 
■Alhigion, and the very People Ihou’d hereafter be known 
: by no other Name than Zarazians. This very Thought 
pleas’d the Ambition aiZarab i and made her ftkjlC 
v at no Difficulties to bring it about; and fince lbe 

had now both new Modell’d the C-t.and C—-y/ 

-fhe thought there remain’d nothing to do, but fet her- 
felf in the full enjoyment of her Labour; for every 
thing feem’d now to be out of the Reach of Malice/ 
or the Power of Capricious Fortune, to prevent; for 
there was fcarce a -Borough in Albigion into which her 
■ Ferrets had not crept, fo that; fhe wds almoft confident 
there were no G -—— left to undermine her; 

; - However, we may fee the greateft. Politicians, fome-^ 
times deceived,’: For. what fbe.thought herfelf tbejospft 

fecure 
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ftture ih, firft baulk'd -her Expectations, even SanSid 
xilbania , where aH hcrE — had play'd their Game; 
■defpis'd her Overture of Greatnefs, and laugh'd at her 
Threats, as the trifling Paffio'n of a weak Woman; 
whom they knew too well to trull in,- and hated too 
much to be flattered by. Tho’ fhe wou'd have per- 
fwaded fome of .them to believe Ihe was Liberal, who 
at that time tailed of her Bounty, the reft knew Ihe 

was —:-, and therefore Icorn'd her ill-timed 

Munificence, like, true Lovers of Albinon, they 
fcarch’d into the Bottom of the Zarazianr —-, ana 
found out the hidden Myftery of Iniquity that ha4 
fpread it/elf fo far on this Side the River Tweed. Not 
was this the only Dilappointment her Uluftrious H—* 

--met withal, but that well laid Train at Camb- 

rienjis was difcover’d, and the Miners themfelves 
blown up. For. when they expeCted with Afliirance 
to hear of the promis’d Fidelity of the younger Dau¬ 
ghter of Urania , fhe prov’d as Errant a B — to 'em as 
the Eldeft, and inftead of chufing a Zarazian of any 

Kind, fent them a Red Hot C-n, an Atbigenfisi 

worfe, if poffible, to them than a Brufcus. • ^ 
This ACtion fet the. whole C—t in an Uproar, fob 
they had all talk'd with Aflurance‘of Caritfrjeh/isj 
that this was the moll ConfideraWe Difappointment 
that cou’d have happen’d to the. Zarazians at. rhti 
JunCture and.it not only loft their Iritereft tji^rc, 
but the Noife of it reach’d as far as the L&ntJS-eoai 
^ ib that they du'rft not venture a Second Defeat at 
nia, where they had as large Promifes as at Catnbrf- 
tnfis j nay, fo far they had prevail’d there, as toefil 
gage her Prelate,' who bad Ireen one of their Viriliirfl: 
Enemies, to ESoonk Volpede ; yet when it came to tfifc 
Trial they detain’d. it, and left that., entirely to thfc 
JDifpofid ctt Old Sopuritts, who hated a Zaraziaji, and 
Wahls utmoft Power, which was.'very confidefabte; 
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ft) throw out Men of their Principles every where 
in that -Part of Albigion. . 

"Latah was in a Conftemation to find herfelf out-’ 


yritted, and it put her to the Rack of Invention to 
find out Ways ' to prevent the further Progrefs of 
thefe Malicious Enemies, to her and her LaraZians, 
and accordingly Ihe refolved to'vifit Roffenjia, one 
whom fhe .had but little Value for; and wou’d ne’er 
have taken notice of but on fuch an Occafion ^"How¬ 
ever, Ihe refolv’d with chearfiil Smiles in her 'Coun¬ 
tenance, being an Excellent Miftrefs in the Art of 
‘Diffembling, to feign an extraordinary Friendfhip for* 
her, and to ufe her utrnoft Power with her Husband,- 
in an Affair of Importance that nearly concern’d her ; 
Madam , anfwer’d Roffenjia, who knew Z arah very 
well, what ean your H—s propofe too difficult that I can 
deny you, If in my Power? For the Honour you do me in 
ajking a Favour , is fufficient for me to grant it. 

'[ That is enough , faid Larab, to perfwade me you haw 
a Friendfnip for me, which I cou*d heartily wifh \ but not 
io trifle time away in Complementspray tell me, has my 
——d fecur'd his Intereft in - ? You blow Mod¬ 

ern, .'continued fhe, what I mean ? This Qyeftion rais’d 
a .gfedt Sufpicion prtfently in Roffenjia that Larahvfzi, 
pome to Pump her, which brought her ipto fomte 
Confufion, which Larab obferving, prefently replies* 
ffaffjw, I find you hefitate , but let me affure you it will 
'bfhfs'J JJ yP ' s Fault rf Me Bufinefs be not done. With 
that fhe fhew’d a pretended Letter from the Govern- 

ouf. of ’-—i- to her H-s, wrhten to that 

Pprpofe,. at the Requeft of the State of-; and 

Jaid'the Inhabitants had fuch a Refpeft for her Huft 
Land, that there were no Doubt but his Affair : wou’d 
take Effeft. This Sham Letter pleas'd Roffenjia 'won¬ 
derfully, and how took off all Jealoufies fhe 1 had en- 
jjertaurd of her, tho’ (he cou’d not but remain in SuK 


prize 
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prize at this fudden and unexpected Kindnefs of Za- 
rab’s. But not being enough upon her Guard, together 
with' Zarab’s Subtle Inlinuations, lhe dfciover’d tfie 
whole Bufinefs of her Husband, what Intereft he had 

in-, and who were the Chief Men that oppos’d 

him: She was fecretly pleas’d to hear this; but the 
more to cover her Treachery, told her thofe very Men 
were particularly obliged to her, and if lhe wou’d en¬ 
gage her Hulband to write Letters after fuch and fuch 
a Manner, (he wou’d find out Ways to make them 
take EffeCt; adding, that the State was very Necef- 

fitous, and the only Way to Eftablilh my L-d’s 

Intereft was by B -s convey’d the right Way, and 

by a Zardzian Hand, which was the Sureft Way to 
fucceed. 

Roffenfia was prevail’d upon to take her Advice, 
and direCtly went to her Hulband, who Haftily, and 
without further Confideration, yielded to his Wife’s 
Solicitation, and difpatch’d Letters according to Za¬ 
rab’s Defires, which lhe foon fends away, with Secret 
InftruCtions to expofe them publickly abroad, and lb 

ruin the Intereft of R -, in order to bring in 

Cor agio, a M-n of hers, and S-y to Hippolito. 

This piece of V-y fucceeded even beyond her 

Expectations, for there happen’d to be a Particular Sort 
of Zarazians who efpous’d the Caufe, and refented 
R ——— with a great deal of Indignation. They 
caus’d his Letters to be expos’d on the Town Crols, 
and cry’d up Zarah for a great Friend to Albigion , in 
detecting this piece of V-y lhe had been the In¬ 

venter of. On the other Side, fome of Z arab’s pri¬ 
vate Confpiracies were difcover’d, and made as\publick 
here as they had been before at Sanbla Albania , where 
Letters of the fouleft Defigns were expos’d, and the 
Character known to be that of her H——— s’s own 
Hand-writing. 

L 2 But 
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But all. thefe things. Tome fay, proceeded from § 
jealous Defire fhe had to promote Religion , which wa$ 
finking to nothing in Albigion ; and unlefs it was fol¬ 
lowed with Fervency, People wou’d not diftinguifii 
True Zeal from Hypocrifie , but take the firft for a 
Temptation of the Devil, aud fhe laft a pernicious 
Defign to ruin all Mankind, under the Hellifh Mask 
pf Moderation. 

It is true indeed, we may be tempted to our Perditi¬ 
on under a fair and falfe Appearance of Religion, 
which commonly proceeds from the Difcontentments 
of Life, or from fome eapricio or Fancy of the Brain: 
And therefore it is very necefiary to found to the bot¬ 
tom of Mens Hearts, to know whether the Religion 
they profefe fpring from pure Principles, or be pollut¬ 
ed with fenfual Appetites ? Whether Ambition be not 
the moft prevalent, either to forward or hinder it ►and 
that fince Honour is fo tempting, and we have no o- 
ther Hopes to attain it, whether we do not aipire to it 
by Means of Religion ? In fhort, there is an infinity of 
falfe and treacherous Motives, which bring Men to 
Perdition inftead of Religion. 


How many are they who affedt it from a Principle 
pf Vanity ana Prefumption, and do all they do out of 
Defign and Fain-glory ? Some pretend to it in order to 
be Statefmen j and make a Myfiezy of all things, and 
by a certain counterfeit and ftudied Art labour to pafs 
for great Men ; others difpofe of themfelves by In¬ 
ter eft ^ and infinuate with the Mukitude to-be protect¬ 
ed by them, that fo they may exact upon the World; 
All thefe People make Religion the higheft Point of ' 
their Potitifks v for by this Pretence they Reign imperi- 
pufly over many, and captivate the obftinate and un? 
thinking Vulgar, who are charm’d with their promify 
ing outfide, and never enquire farther^ but let fucfi 
Men difpolc of them at their Pleafgre. 1 

■ ' ‘ ‘ " And 
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And it is a cormpon Trick with thim who ftudy c6 
Tooth and gull the World, with Specious Artifices, to 
make frequent Ufe of Sentences' b pl^afant Mattel 
and in grave Ones of Religion , whleh is as fo maiTr 
Precious Stones toxmbellifh their Defigns, and drew 
up their Secret Myfteries in fuch a plcafant Garb, 33 
may excite the Minds of Men to Curiofity. . * 

But to return to Zarab, we fhall find her pluming 
herfelf under her treacherous Conqueft over poor Rofi 
fenfta , and glorying lhe- cou’d aft 1 hdr ’Revenge upon 
any of the Enemies of the Family of Zarab. This 
animated her fo, fhe immediately difpatch*d her E——$ 
to Woodftockia , where a Zaraziari was oppos*d by 
Walterius , who till then had always had the Favour of % 
that State * nor had he been rejected how, but by a 
6ecret Stratagem of Zarab* s. For Gadogmvfs Inters# 
lay entirely upon her Management, which was more 
dole and Secret, tho* n,ot ot half that Importance as 
that of Cambrienfis. And this was owing in a great 
Meafure more to the quick Thought of Zarab*s F*^ 

V -', than to her own Contrivance j and the whole 

Scheme of this Affair was laid by Volpone, Fuimus, Soin\ 
erius , and the reft of the Zarazian Confpirators; for 
they were all in the Intereft of Zarab, to deftroy thq 

F--m of all the States and Provinces of Albigipn. 

The People were reduced to fuch a Condition, that 
they were no longer their own Matters, but were tum’<J 
(his Way, and that Way, as they were movM by their 
Governours and Superiours, which were now almoft 
all. Zarazians throughout the kingdom of Albigion. 

This made the poor Wretches complain heavily^ 
that they were tofs’d to and fro like Waves by the 
Tempeftuous Winds, and were not at liberty to dq 
what they had a mind. They were compell’d to di¬ 
vide their Lands without Purchale, ana give theif 
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Y~tWt without Pay. They were hurry’d from their 
|’Joii£bs in the Night, nor fufler’d to return Home 
tfrey law the Day. They were taught-to Swear 
4 gunft .their Friends, for thofe they knew to be their 
gregteft Enemies, 

. Here they law to their Sorrow Men of Vicious and 
Corrupt Lives and Converfations, without one good 
Action to recommend them, rais’d in a Trice from 
Slayes, to be Govemours of Provinces , from Poor to be 
Pick > and Powerful, from Bafe and Unknown , to be 
Noble, and Clnef of the State-, honour’d for their Me- 

tit , that is to iky, their V - y, becaule they were 

%qrazians, and Zarab got by their Service. There 
was ho fuch thing as frowning or grumbling for the 
yeft. of the AUngtnoiSy if they expected to obtain any 
thmg they defired; in ihort, they were for Exerdfmg 
a kind of Arbitrary and Defpotick Government againft all 
that were not Zarazians, or at leaft fomething of their 
Kidney, who baniih all the Signs of Generality and 
Publick Spirits, and encourage little befide Vanity , 
Fraud and Cheat try, which ran in the very Blood of 
the meaner Sort of the Zarazians, and was to be found 
too exuberant'in thofe of higher Rank. For Self-in~ 
terejl and C—:-th Defigns fpring from their Pedi¬ 

grees. as Herbs from Plants. 

This is too manifeft in the Character of Artonio , the 
yileit Z araziaq in Albigion , and one who was uriiverf- 
ally hated even hy his own Party. Who was fo far 
from being rufd.by Reafon , that he fufferd himfelf to 
Be carried away by every little Perfwalion of Intereft j 
for whofe Sake he certainly precipitated himfelf upon 
fome cholerick AMion, the Event whereof fullied his 
honour with the darkeft Stains of Infamy and Difgrace - p 
but that he vajued no .more than he did Religion , 
which he obferv’d as little as he did paying his Pebts. 
#ut Generous Spirits exercife more humanity towards 

them 
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theta who hive oblig’d them, thin tHofe the whomi 
they oblige, as we may fee by Experience practis’d ire 
the Triumphs of Great Men. All the World knows it 
is an Heroick Action not to be tranfported by our Palli-' 
ons i and tho* they may chance to aflauk our Wills^ 
yet that Judgment that governs ’em will make us relifh 
our Reafons. In fhort, the ill Life and' Converfation 
6f this Zarazian has obfcur’d all the Great Achievp* 
ments of his Politicks.*' 

Nor had Zarab her felf been left admiredfor her 
Policy than fhe is now for her—-if flie had truly 
followed that Policy'which is the only*and true Means 
to govern well, which every Day produces varioui 
Changes in Affairs; wherein the Reafons of State ktc 
fo numerous and fo ambiguous, as £d hold the moft 
Subtle Miniftets in fbfpence, and wherein. there afre fo 
many like and abftradfeed Precepts, that unleft Judg¬ 
ment ©i 1 - Experience give the Art to'apjHy them, :the 
Event thereof cannot ,but be perhicious or'-fhiitjfefsi 
For Policy compofes'fhe Union of-*’Men; ahd n iwe 
fhould nOt ; krtdw how Wte lived if we were not taught ^ 
fo that it is not only neceffary for the Conduct of 
States, biit ufehrt alfo in fiich private Converfationk as 
ours;-‘and that it is exercifed'upbh jfenfible an4 paf-* 
tieular Objects, tho* it be of a great Extent, and. 8f in 
'eminent* and 'funerlatiy# Original; "* !v ■ r - ; . v.:J;

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So that it has been a Difpute, whether Men ought 
hot to follow the natural Reafons of thofe Creatures 
which are their Authors, and which we find to be as 
potent as Juft. And it has been judicioufly decided, 
that Religion is the Principle and Foundation of Policy, 
and that thofe States are always in Danger and Difoc- 
der in which it is not firmly fettled: So that the Bees, i 
which nevergo out of their Hives, according to Tradi- f 
tion, without firft croffing their Legs, and killing > 
them, by an Inftindt as it were of Religion , lhew -us j 
what we ought to do before we undertake any Bufinds j [... - 
and we ought of Neceffity to Worlhip aright before ■ 
we can know how to govern fo. 

But this wasa Dodtrine Zarab and her Zarazians 
were fo far from pqadtifiag, that they were rather for 
abolilhing natural Laws of Government, and inftitu- 
ting new ones of their own, according to their Modern 
Scheme of Policy, and far-fetch’d Notions of Governs 
ment, quite different from any yet Inftituted by Di; 
^ine or Humane Right before, r or the Bees teach ua 
that Men pi^ht to employ themfelves not meerly for 
their own Intereft, but their Friends j Labour for their 
Country,' and be induftrious for the Good and Peace, 
of the Common-wealth i and that they ought to be 
content with what they have,' without. coveting what 
belongs to others, as they are with their Hives, with* 
out Trouble or Difcord, and without taking or feizing 
upon thofe Of -their Neighbours. 

'Tis the Character of an Honefi Pditicicut, to con¬ 
tribute as much as he poffibly can in order to! the 
general Content of the World j he muft always avoid 
faying or doing any thing- which may in any ways 
difoblige. - An unbounded and affronting Raillery is! 
an ill Talent: Men of this Temper fpare not their 
Friends or themfelves* I fay that of unlimited Raillery, 
for mee Raillery J^what’s moft agreeable in Conver-

fation i but it muft be ufed with the greateft CSrcu'nv 
lpettion imaginable *, juft as a Ragout is fpoil’d by* 
overfeafoning, lo by railing too lharply we render our 
felves offenfive and odious to Company. 

Thole who affeft to rail, ought to have a nice 
Manner of doing it, which may pleafe reafonable Peo¬ 
ple ; and ’tis even s fo by thofe who ufe themfelves to 
Flattery : For thofe Who flatter grofly, without Choice 
or Diftindtiorr, pleafe but few Perfons. But as mod 
Men are blinded by their Vanity, and the Compl¬ 
iance they have for their own Merit they don’t per-* 
ceive they are flatter’d, but let us underftand by'-theft* 
Satisfaction that, what was faid obliged them, and they 
very much approved it, and that it gave them an 
extraordinary Pleafure; for vain Perfons cannot for¬ 
bear ihewing the ridiculoufnefs of-their Vanity. 

But thofe who countenance it by falfe Adulations, 
deferve to be punilh’d as Poifoners of Society; for a 
true Complaiiance ought to be free equally from 
Flattery and Incivility; the endeavouring to pleafe, 
Politenefs and Civility are the Eflential Parts of a ; 
Courtier, who aims at being efteem’d above others,- 
and to have generally the Approbation of a Court $ 
but I cannot excufe their cringing Embraces, bale- 
flatteries, and vain Offers of Service, with which they * 
deceive thofe who court them j too mean in giving 
way to filch Conditions. 

It is dangerous for Courtiers to be too familiar, fop 
it degrades them, and makes them become lels eft¬ 
eem’d, by lofing a certain kind of" Dignity- which a : 
grave and ferious Air affords. But notwithftanding. 
Men of that Rank ought not to affeCt a Grave Air, for 
too dull and ferious an Afpeft which continues long is 
Very tirefome, and the greateft Men ought lometimes 
to unveil themfelves, and aCt according to their Na- 
, tures i for *tis not-always a Propos to 4 pe dilguis’d under- 
in affedted Form.

Some Men have a perfect Fund of-ill Humour, 
■capable of difgufting all the Joys of the World j they 
are pleas’d with the dulnefs of their Melancholy, ana 
they feem to find a Diverfion in creating Strife and 
Divifion every where, and fetting the beft of Friends- 
together by the Ears. They have always fomething 
quarrelfome to tell of one another: And when they 
are at Difference they are pleas ’4 with the Sport, ana 
hug themfelves for it in Secret. 

Others lefs hurtful, but every whit as tirefbme, 
groan continually under their Misfortunes, and com¬ 
plain feverely of their Deftiny, let the Year be never 
lb Fruitful or fo Barren, let there be either War or 
Peace, the Taxes doubled or lefien’d, ’tis neverthelefs 
to them an everlafting Fund of Lamentation. 

It fignifies little to have Wit, Senfe, or fuch like 
Qualities, we muft likewife have Proofs of a certain 
Charatter which encourages us, and makes our Merits 
valued. Without all that, Perfons that have no Merit; 
nor Wit, who neither labour for the Church nor State, 
but have good Patrons, will undo Perfons of the 
greateft Merit, and will always exceed Men in their 
Pifpenfation of Favours. A Man that for his Share 
has Wjt and Senfe, is not fit to rival a Man that is 
very Rich, and very Foqlifh; ’tis but a Jeff to com- j 
pare them, and to prefer them firft; for Women, j 1/, 
who naturally love Intereft, generally judge in Behalf! 
of Riches. * 

A Rich and liberal Lover, tho* never fo great a j 
Fool, is generally preferr’d before a Plain Honeft s 
Man, who is not in a Condition to fupply their fool- ! 
ifh Expences j they have banifh’d from their Com- • 

E rnies thofe Eternal Lovers, who fpend their whole ; 

ife in faying Soft Things to them, and make no 
Expences but of Tendernefs, they defire fomething 
more Real and Solid., I know no Reafon why the 

M 2 Women • 
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Women /hou?d be reproached with being Mercenary 
pnd Coquettijh, 5 tis a Piece of Jnjuftice done them. | : 
fhink they fhou’d be fo, and as all things make ufc of 
their Charms to pleafe Men ; we may find the lame 
pcfires in both Sexes. 

lean by no means approve of thofe Vapouriffy 
' Ladies who pretend to be melancholly when they are- 
Out of Humour, fince the Nature of the Sex ooliges 
Women to be pleafant; and they ought .never to dis¬ 
engage themfelves from that, if they have a Mind tq 
have the Men efteem them. They abufe themfelves'. 
when they believe the Glory of a Woman confifts in 
the Character of her Qeautyno, for it is rather com- 
. prehended in the Regularity of her Conduct. A nice 
Behaviour much becomes a Woman of Fafhion, who 
Ought not to permit any Emancipation or Prefcription 
P of Rules, but thofe which good Senfe teaches. 

I do not pretend to mean by this that they ought 
to live like Savages, nor look on Men as Seducers ,. but 
that they may with Civility receive the Praifes they, 
give them, dnd the Homage which they pay to their 
Merit. 

Thofe Women that take a Fancy to Severity are 
generally too formal, and the Affectation of Wit 
which they fhew when their Condpft is not entirely 
regular, renders them much more defpifeabje j we 
Jhou’d have much jnore Charity for them if they did 
not fo abfolutely fet up for Nuns -, their Reputation 
does not depend on the Capricious Notions of Men, 
and the Applaufes they give them, but on their 
Merit and Prrtuel 4 ‘ ‘ * 

The Diftafte of fome fiery proud Women is not of 
that Service that they imagine, nor does it caufe them 
to be the more refpedted. Thofe hot kind of Ladies 
have an odd Sort of Dolnefs in their Faces, and art 
Jmpreflian of ill* Humoqr, which deprives them o£ 
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£}ne Partef their Chartns, by leflening their Enjoy r - 
ment; but when they have taken upon them this. 
Humour of Peevifhnefs, they obftinately maintain 
and make good the Honour of their Characters. 

There are feme who have that Opinion of their 
Wit and Merit, that thpir Prefumption carries them ; 
to think themlclves above all the World. They have* 
Notions which feduce them when any thing is to be 
decided, and the Precipitation with which they are car-' 
ried away, hinders them from finding the Circum- 
ftances of any SubjeCt. *Tis thofe Opinions fpoil 
them, and make them always take the wrong Side, 
and falfe Meafures, when they are to do any thing 
that is difficult or uncertain : And when they have 
given themfelve 3 the liberty to think, their ObfHnacy 
hardens them againft all the Remonftrances that may. 
be given them. They fay and dt> a Hundred extrava T 
gant things to fupport them in this Humorlike 
thofe who difpute ort the wrong Side, they do it with 
all the Fire imaginable, for fear of being contradicted ; 
But they care not whether what they fay be fupporta- 
ble or no * they think the Point of Honour is not* 
to yield ; and fancy they have received the greateft 
Affront that is poffible, if they are obliged by fubftan- 
tial Reafons to fubfcribe to tae Truth." That is the 
EffeCt of a ridiculous Pofitivenefs and fooKlhPride. 

But how hard is it to find a folid Judgment in Wfc 
men, or indeed to know what it is - t either in Men or 
Women good Judgment extends it felf infinitely large,, 
and fuppofes very extraordinary Qualities; it enters 
into and makes every thing feafonable, but it is not fcj 
common as *tis' thought to be; many People flatter 
themfelves with having it moft exquifitely nice, altho* 
ifhey only follow their own foolifh and capricious No¬ 
tions. *Tis almoft impolfible to reform thofe that 
are poffefs’d with that Evil,- becaufe of die 'natural

Ayerfion Tome Men have of being convinced $ thofe 
who really have Judgment fuffer themfelves to be lei? 
biafs’d by their own Opinions, and are not known to 
Boaft fo much of their Talent as thofe that want it. 
Perfons that are beautiful eafxly perceive what is fine in 
themfelves, but then they fancy that others may b? 
more agreeable. 

An Excellent Artift is not like the Pbanix, for he 
does Juftice to the. Merits of others j for Judgment 
governs our Thoughts and Ideas , and makes us know 
exur felves to be what we are. Thofe who follow their 
Inclinations have little or no Judgment, becaufe in a 
great Meafure they refemble the Beajls, that adt only 
by Jfnftindt and Nature: Whereas good Judgment is 
the Effeft of a true and perfeft Realbn, which always 
takes the right fide in things doubtful or uncertain. 
After all this, the rarenels of it is not to be wonder’d 
at, fince fo many People who think they have it, flat? 
ter themfelves with very little Realbn. 

But they cannot long impofe upon the Publick, for 
their Weaknefs and ill Judgment is foon difcover ?4 
when they meddle either with judging or deciding 
Gontroverfies: But what appears more troublelbme 
and ridiculous is, that they wou’d have Men applaud 
and agree with them in their Notions, how. inconfi- 
fient foever. Neverthelefs different Opinions claim 
fome Grain? of Allowance, and ought not to be con¬ 
fin’d under the narrow Limits and Circumlpeftion of 
common Judgment, for every Man is not endowed 
with a penetrating Genius ; therefore they ought not 
to condemn other Mens Opinions, becaufe they are 
contrary to their own but before they condemn them, 
their Reafons for judging as they do ought to be con¬ 
sider’d, and after all thofe Precautions they may be 
iriiftaken. For in moft Affairs there are generally many 
oppofite Circumftances, which quite alter the Cafe; 

'Twou’d 
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‘Twou’d then be very ralh to cenfure thole who are 
not of the fame Opinion with themfelves ; for ’t» 
expofing their own want of Judgment to condemn 
others. 

It may be taken for a general Rule, that there are 
few but have Judgment in one thing or another j the 
meaneft Sort of People, who have no. Education, and 
feem very dull, argue right in their own Cafes, and 
their Arguments appear then more refin’d-when they 
are for their own Intereft. The molt Eflential Thing 
is for a Man to know his own Excellency, and to con?, 
fine himfelf within his proper Sphere, without defir«< 
ing to go beyond his Bounds: But fuppofe it never lb 
unpleaiant, capricious or falfe. Men always dpfire to 
dilpute about things'much above their Capacities. 

There is a certain Self-conceit or Opinion that en¬ 
ters into the A&ions of all Men, and that’s the Rea- 
fon they are determined for one thing rather than an? 
other ; fome have a fancy for Mufick and Symphony, 
others of. a more lively Temper love fomething tumul¬ 
tuous, and the noife of Drums and Trumpets pleafe 
them. If it was to Jbe enquired why fo many People 
undertake Employs which feem fo laborious, there can 
be no other Reafon affign’d, but that ,’tis according to 
their Fancy, for otherwife they might accept of more 
pleafant Profeffions ; but we can never better difpofe 
of our lelves than after our own Inclinations* for we 
generally lucceed in what we do with Pleafure. 

*Tis Fancy that embeliihes every thing ; even the 
Products of Nature and Inventions of Art cannot be 
thought excellent unlels they be pleafing; *tis that 
which makes Paintings and Mufick of different Kinds ' 
have different Admirers ; it appears in the meaneft. 
things; many Women in Stuffs , by reafon of their 
dreffmg with an Air, make a better Figure than ot 
thers who are drefs’d in the richeft Cloaths, and-feave, 

not 
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\ tidt a gbod Fancy. And tho' it be a difficult Matter 
{ to determine wherein this coniifts, yet we muft not 
; believe it to be barely fVbim and Imagination, but 
i fomething that is Ileal ; ’tis a Sort of fomething which? 
i pleafes us, and we cannot exactly exptefs it. ’Tis fcy 
' Virtue of this we judge of Dreft^ Buildings &c it 
fcrves as for a Guide, and condors us every Where. 

Nature Is a kind of Harmony, which by a ftrange 
Colle&ion of Things, makes an hnpreffion on odr 
Senies and our Reafon. This is the Origine of all otfr 
Paffions, which is excited by the Agreement we find 
between our Senies and their Obje&s; 'tis that Like*' 
nef$ and Sympathy which gives us die Plealiire of our 
Senies; Sympathy confifts in the Difpofition of one 
Obje& in favour of another. A certain Colle&ion 
which agrees with the Organ of Hearing, excites inf 
us the Pleafure which cables the Harmony, and the 
well Undeftanding of Mufick. In like maimer, atf 
the Nice Mixture in Sauces cailfes a certain Relilh* 
which by its Delicacy pleaies' all Perfbns of. a good 
Tafte. 

But as the Organs in molt Men are differently dis¬ 
pos'd, for-that reafon the Obje£t works differently on 
their Senies; *\is that is the Caufe of the Natural 
-AverfiOns which are obferwable in fome Perfbns that 
can neither fuller the Sight nor Approach of fome 
Obje&s : We may from the fame JRieafons concede to 
different Opinions, fince the fame Obje&s excite dif¬ 
ferent Senfhtions, according to the Difpofitiohs of the 
Fibres; and that which Pleaies the Palate of one, 
Caules agreat Diftafte in another. 

'Tis not Tailing alone that caufes fuch different 
[ Impreflions on our Organs^ *tis very probable that 
{ other Obje&s may have the lame Effe&. Perhaps 
1 what feems to one Black, may feem to another of » 

1 different Colour* in Ihort, we cannot abfohitdy dc- 
i - - termine - 
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.termiiie whether or no the Eyes are. not like Glafles 
differently cut, 'which after that manner chaises the 
Colours'df Objefts, 

There are Men of Sfenfe as well as Wit,' who think 
differently of every thing. Thofe who are endow’d 
With a fine and delicate manner of difcerning, conceive 
thofe things under nice Ideas to be the fame as they 
really are: Wits of a narrower Size generally conceive 
“but the fuperficial Part of Objects, Subtle Wits de-* 
.fine too much, and evaporate all their Conceptions in -*\ 
'fco vain'Imaginations. 'The difference which is obfer- ; 
'vable in thefe arife^ from the Djfpofition of die Organs j 
Diverfity of the 1 fibres of the Brain, and the Subftance I 
wherewith it is : fiil*d. . It is not to be doubted but that j 
thefe things, altfrb* purely material, contribute to the ' 
Beauty: and Nicety, of Wit, : becaufe the Soul, when it 1 
is enclos’d in die Bbdy, depends on the Organs, and 
thofe,' When well difposM, axe of much greater Aid 
to it ih the performance of its .Duty. • Suppofe a 
Painter be nevqf fo expert, he muft have a Pencil for 
his Purpofe whfcri he has aim'd to draw fine and delicate 
Lines.- , ,, 1 ..... 

According tb the Maxirhs of this Philofophy it is- 
eafie to'judge wnjr Perfons of. Quality have generally 
ftiore Penetration,' Vivacity andlSpint, than thpfe of 
a' meaner RankFpr tho’ good Education infinitely 
coptribtites to the. rolifliing and. Perfecting of Wit* 
yet ’tis certain thist good Nourifothent,. and die-Jiiicp 
‘of Nfcb Meatp, Which , mixes with the Blood, 'and p- 
ther • Humoufs of. die Body; 5 fubtilizes them, ah£ 
rtn<fets them mbreprbjjer for the Functions of Nature. 
'Tis perhaps for this Reafon that Men of Spirit hive 
SU}' odd | Fire arid T,ivelinefs irf-thfeir . Eyes;; Whfeh 
diftmgiiifhes therm from other Petfert^ whofe ffttfoidirir 
is'spay'd.by xhtijr dull and languifoing Eyes. -i ; ^ • 
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The little Care taken in forming the fteafoiis qi 
fbme Men, is the Caufe why they produce fo little in 
their A&ions; Children have Mailers to teach them 
to Dance and Sing, but few or none to, forqi 

their Minds, and teach them good Senfe > that is not 
thought of; which is therefore the only Reafon why 
moft Men are more-govern’d by Caprice andFahcy, 
.than by the Guide of their Reafon, which is not fuf- 
ficiently cultivated. • It mult be obferv’d too," that. 
f .few Men are willing to curb their Faffions, -for all 
| their Applications are only to find out. Means to juft- 
: ifie them, and when they are forc’d to own themfelves 
i -tp be -in the wrong, they anfwer they cannot help it.. 

‘Tis not enough for Men to know in what Conditi¬ 
on they are, and their Duty in that State,- if they, have 
but Courage to maintain it; but they.generaUy flatter 
themfelves that the World has nothing to reproach 
them with, tho’ grois Faults expofe them with Juftice 
•to the -Publick Ceniure ; Vanity ‘and Prefumption 
.hinders them from'.knowing themfelves, and doing 
themfelves Juftice, becaufe they have not the-true dif- 
xemment they ought to have. Mens .Self-conceit 
iuggefts them a 1 houfand falfe Maxims to reridef 
their Faults unperceivable to themfelves. , 

: ’Twou’d without doubt be a veiy. Bold Enterprjze 

to endeavour the *-of fome Men; for to do it, tfip 

whole Courfe of their Lives ought to be changed’: 
.This Project is as difficult as that of endeavouring tp 
change the Features of their Faces. ’But as there are 
Ways to whiten, and take all Blemiffies from’tJje 
Face, fo perhaps, there may be Means fouricf jopfjoF 
reforming their Manners: Converfatioii, or Knowing 
.the World, is of the greateft Importance to it ; for 
People Bred at Court, tho* they are not always,of the 
moft fubfime Genius, yet they judge indifferently well 
.on moft Subjects, and /peak reafonably of every thing.

ftfcn, tho’ but of indifferent Senfe, who jufe good 
Cjonyerfation, appear much more Polite than thofe of 
readier Wit unus’d to Company. Thofe who are not 
accuftom’d to good Manners, know no better than to 
difcourle. of tilings out of the Way, which happen 
not in the Converfation of the World, for they have 
no Knowledge of what is truly agreeable ; Their Lan¬ 
guage is mear Jargon, and they appear awkward in 
the Company and Converfation of Polite People, and 
for want of ftudying the Gift of Pleafing, they be¬ 
come Jtfoifie and Troublefome. 

The Knowledge which teaches Men to live among 
People.of Civility land Manners, is certainly prefera¬ 
ble to any other; for tho* the Precepts are but few, 
the Practice of them is very difficult, and requires 
more Care than every Body will take: A Man muft 
learn to diflemble his diflike of every thing under the 
Pifguife of good Humour and Pleafantry. Knowing 
How to Converfe, is knowing how to Oblige; m fine, 
it is the belt Method of pleafing, the fhorteft Way of 
gaining the Good-will of every Body. Men ought to 
falhion themfelves to the Humours and Opinions of 
their Friends. If they are Fickle and Capricious, the 
others ought to be fo too, and endeavour to Comply 
with them in their Fancies. 

Vain Perfons are eafily perfwaded that they have 
feme extraordinary Qualifications, whereby they outdo 
all their Rivals; their Folly is to Efteem none but 
themfelves, and to have a Difregard for the reft of 
Mankind. If they are oblig’d to allow that they have 
committed feme Faults, they are foon reconciled to 
themfelves again, becaufe they think they are made 
VP by fome other rare Perfections they are Mafters of. 
*Tis thus that the love of themfelves feduces them. But 
if they indulge themfelves much, they treat other Men 
^itlj the more Severity, and pardon nothing they find

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jnnifs in them ; for they have a Secret Pleafure it) 1 
Backbiting thofe whole Perfonal Merit furmount$ 
theirs. 

. But it is high time, after this long Digreffion, to 
return to our Story again, where we fliall find Hippolitii 
acting the moft Generous thing, and Zarab the moff 
Niggardly Unfriendly Part in the World. A certam 
Old Acquaintance, bom of Hippolito and hers, mak¬
